slight decrease in their 1972 real estate 
tax bills, according to figures released 
yesterday by Cook County Clerk Stanley 
Kuspcr Jr. 


The decrease Is based on reduced prop- 


erty tax rates and lowered assessments 


Village delays 
action on Missing 


The Wheeling Village Board last night 


delayed any discussion of filling the 
trustee scat vacated by Richard Missing 
because Village Pros.

on the majority of village homes. 


Wheeling Township Assessor Marshall 


Theroux said that last year's reas- 
sessment of property in Wheeling and 
Palatine townships resulted in small re- 
ductions In the assessed valuation of 
most homes. 


"The assessments on most new homes 


— under 25 years old — went down while 
the older homes went up," he said. 


Reassessments are based on the mar- 


ket value of the house. Formerly assess- 
ments reflected the depreciated cost of 
rebuilding the house. Most reassessments 
arc about 20 per cent of the current mar- 
ket value. 


RESIDENTS WITH newer homes will 


thus benefit from both the decreased tax 
rote and decreased assessed valuation. 
Persons living in older homes, however, 
will probably find their homes valued 
higher than in the past. Their tax bills 
may go up despite the reduced tax rates. 


Wheeling residents living In the Wheel- 


ing Public Library District, School Dist. 
21 and the Wheeling Rural Fire Protec- 
tion District and the Park District will 
find a 4.0 per cent decrease In their tax 
rate. They will pay $8.092 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation compared to last year's 
$8.432. 


A home assessed at $10,000 would car- 


ry a tax bill of $809.20, down $34.20 from 
last year. 


Residents living in the older section of 


Wheeling, which is not in the fire protec- 
tion district, will pay $7.872 per $100 as- 


Tax bills to be lower 
in Prospect Heights

Tax bills for 1972 for most Prospect 


Heights residents aro expected to de- 
crease slightly, according to tax rates re- 
leased yesterday by Cook County Clerk 
Stanley J. Kuspcr. 


Most Prospect Heights residents will 


pay $9.780 per $100 assessed valuation or 
$978 for a house with equalized assessed 
value of $10,000, compared with last 
year's $10.444 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. This rate applies to residents who 
live In School Dlst. 23, the Prospect 
Heights Park District, the Old Town San- 
itary District, the Prospect Heights Rur- 
al Fire Protection District and the Pros- 
pect Heights Public Library District. 


The bills arc expected to go down be- 


cause the tax rate and most home as- 
sessments have decreased, according to 
Whclclng Township Assessor Marshall 
Thcroux. He said last year's quadrennial 
assessment in Wheeling Township gener- 
ally resulted In a decreased assessment 
for homes 25 years old or newer, while 
assessed valuation for older homes in- 
creased. 


TAX RATES OF most 
Prospect 


Heights taxing bodies decreased because 
the entire assessed valuation of the town- 
ship went up. The largest decrease oc- 
curred In School Dlst. 23, where the rate 
dropped 30 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation compared to last year. The 1972 
rate Is $2.80 per $100. 


According to Business Mgr. James 


Hendran, the lower rate is the result of 
an Increase in assessed property valu- 
ation in the district plus an elimination 
and reduction of several of the school 
fund levies. 


Prospect Heights residents who live in 


Dist. 23 but also live ir. the Country Gar- 
dens Sanitary District w!U pay $9.702 per 
$100 assessed valuation this year or $970 
for a house assessed at $10,000. This is an 
approximate 4 per cent decrease over 
last year, although the tax rote for the 
sanitary district went up from .374 to 
.510. 


MYRON HEIMERLE, president of the 


district, said costs have not increased 
But he expects that successful efforts by 
some residents in the district to get their 
house assessments lowered caused the 
rate to rise.

are: Prospect Heights Park District 
$.224; Prospect Heights Sanitary Dis- 
trict, $.490; Old Town Sanitary District,

Wheeling residents is the largest reduc- 
tion In total tax rate for any of the vil- 
lage's in Wheeling Township. Despite 
this decrease, Wheeling residents still 
have a higher total tax rate than resi- 
dents in the other township villages, with 
the exception of Buffalo Grove. 


The most substantial reduction in tax 


rocs was in the village portion of the 
property tax. The village reduced its tax 
rate 21 per cent, from 72.2 cents per $100 
assessed valuation last year to 57 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation this year. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt attributed 


the decrease In tax rates to a substantial 
jump in the assessed valuation of the vil- 
lage. He said this valuation has jumped 
about $29 million, from $67,123,468 last 
year to $96,142,362 this year. 


Passolt said part of this Increase in 


assessed valuation was due to the town- 
ship-wide reassessment of property val- 
ues. "I think a goodly portion of this is 
that reassessment of land, but I don't 
knw what portion is attributable to that," 
he said. 


THE MANAGER said recent devel- 


opment in the village also helped to boost 
the assessed valuation. He said about $20 
million of new building went on the tax 
rolls this year. "But I don't know how 
that was assessed," he said.

Passolt said he was delighted with the 


decrease in tax rates for the village por- 
tion of the property taxes. "I didn't think 
it would go down that much," he said. 
"But when I initially made my prediction 
I was unaware of this reassessment of 
land." 


Tax rates for most other taxing bodies 


affecting Wheeling residents also went 
down. The tax rate for School Dist. 21 
scssed valuation, down from $8.208. 
Homeowners In the library and fire dis- 
tricts but not in the.park district will pay 
$8.010 per $100 assessed valuation. 


THE 4.4 PER CENT decrease for most 


decreased 4.3 per cent, while the rate for 
High School Dist. 214 went down 2.2 per 
cent. The Wheeling Park District rate 
went down 8.9 per cent and the public 
library rate decreased 5.3 per cent.

He has sev 
oral stab wounds in his body, and police 
believe it was done with the same kitch- 
en knife used to kill his wife. She was 
pronounced dead yesterday morning at 
the hospital.

The squad car driven by Seul was 


heading west on Sixth Street, forcing We- 
ber to drive up on the front lawns of 
several homes.

The car driven by Weber struck Seal's

Road, according to police. Seul said the 
car then spun around in a full circle and 
struck his squad car again.

Bad news may be even more likely for 


residents of Mount Prospect and' Rolling 
Meadows whose tax rates increased in 
the figures announced yesterday. 


For taxpayers in Des Plaines, Hoffman 


Estates and Palatine the rates paint a 
cloudy picture, with increases in some 
portions of those municipalities and de- 
creases in others. 


KUSPER YESTERDAY pointed to the 


unusual decline in rates in many areas 
and attributed it to Increased assessed 
valuation in growing areas and econo- 
mizing on the part of municipal govern- 
ments and school districts. 


"School districts have started to sober 


up now that the baby boom is over," 
Kusper said.

Kusper said he doubted that federal 


revenue sharing monies had a major ef- 
fect on the levies by various local gov- 
ernments. 


But the county clerk declined an oppor- 


tunity to guess whether the decline in 
rates will be repeated in future years.

the levies," he said. 


IN ADDITION to the tax rates, Kusper 


also released figures on how homestead 
exemptions for senior citizens have af- 
fected the real property assessed valu- 
ations in local townships. 


Despite exemptions higher than $4 mil- 


lion in one suburban township, figures 
from the county assessors office show all 


five Northwest suburban townships have 
increased their assessed valuation In 
1972.

$328,621,182 as compared to $281,455,222 
in 1971. 


• Schaumburg Township has a real 


p r o p e r t y assessed valuation of 
$152,929,375 for 1972 as compared to

• Palatine Township figures show a 


valuation of $181,659,885 as compared to 
$145,462,984 in 1971. 


• Maine Township assessments totaled 


$373,598,155 as compared to $371,417.397 
in 1971. 


• In Elk Grove Township the 1972 as-

Two solar panels fail to unfold after launch 
Skylab crippled in orbit; astronaut launch scrubbed 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - America's 


Skylab space station was crippled by a 
power shortage after reaching orbit Mon- 


day and the space agency said the 28-day 
mission planned for its first three astro- 
nauts was impossible. An alternate mis-

Charles "Pete" Conrad, Dr. Joseph P. 


Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz had been 
scheduled to take off at 12 noon CDT 
Tuesday in a modified Apollo command 
ship and spend four weeks living and 
working aboard the space station. 


Project officials and top NASA officials 


quickly met at the Johnson Space Center 
In Houston to decide what to do. A deci- 
sion on whether to continue with the 
Tuesday launch and a new mission plan 
was expected late Monday. 


THE PROBLEM WAS caused by the 


failure of two of Skylab's six big wing- 
like solar panels to unfold after the eight- 
room station sailed into orbit. The panels 
convert sunlight into electricity and the 
four working units were supplying less 
than half the normal power. 


"The planned 28-day mission is not 


possible without deployment of the work- 
shop's main panels," said a mission con- 
trol spokesman. Ho said officials were 
planning ways to augment Skylab's pow- 
er with the use of the two fuel cell gener- 
ators aboard the astronaut's Apollo. The 
fuel cells, however, cannot operate in 
that manner for 28 days. 


In 
addition to the 28-day flhjht 


planned for Conrad, Kerwin and Weltz, 
two additional three-man crews were to 
fly up to Skylab for 56-day missions this 
year. Those flights, too, would be abbre- 
viated or possibly canceled. 


The skylab project is costing the nation 


$2.6 billion. There is a backup Skylab 
built, but it would take a minimum of 
one year and $200 million more to pre- 
pare it for launch. 


THE PROBLEM Involved complicated 


deplayment mechanisms on the outside 
of the main body of the 118-foot, 84-ton 
lab. There was no way astronauts could 
fix the panels. 


Controllers said a review of engineer- 


ing reports radioed back from Skylab in- 
dicated the problem developed with a 
malfunction in its deployment mecha- 
nism recorded 1 minute 3 seconds after 
launch.

When the Illinois Senate defeated the

Daniel 
Walker and Atty. Gen. William Scott. 


IN ADDITION, the group saw the Gen- 


eral Assembly in action on the floor and 
In committees. After a short time In the 
Capitol, Mrs. Waltc said students began

walking up to officials In the hall and 
Introducing themselves. 


"Government Is usually so aloof to 


people," she said, "but when we got to 
Springfield we found all these people In 
such close proximity It helped to break 
down the barrier." 


The students also began to realize how

tive process, the teachers said. "They 
found out how little most of the legisla- 
tors have to go on. The lobbyist provides

Information they might not get other- 
wise, " Miss Alter said. 


Many of the officials the students met 


expressed their delight with the chance 
to talk to students, too. Rep. Giddy Dyer, 
R-Hlnsdale, took notes throughout her

. back they could provide. 


Mrs. Walte and Miss Alter are not sure 


what lasting effect the trip had on the 
students, who are now moving on to 
study the operation of the federal govern- 


ment. "I'm not sure we improved their 
image of government," Mrs. Waite said. 
"My students were horrified when they 
saw the House and Senate in session with 
the representatives wandering around 
and not paying attention." 


Mrs. Walte added, "The students are 


just beginning to realize that somehow 
the system functions in spite of Itself and 
In spite of the confusion." 


IN ADDITION, Miss Alter said, "I 


think my students understand the-pro- 
cess well enough now to be able to par- 
ticipate In their own lobbying if they 
want to, but I think they also know how 
much time it takes." 


The two political science teachers

31 feet when opened like two wings on 
opposite sides of the main, cylindrical 
body of Skylab. Each has smaller sec- 
tions that were folded accordion-style in a 
tight package and protected by a metal 
fairing during launch. 


Once in orbit, a four-minute sequence 


was to unfold the array. Each wing has 
two sets of explosive charges to start the 
deployment process on arders from the 
electronic brain in Skylab. 


EVERYTHING APPEARED to go nor- 


mally with the flight until 2:20 p.m. when 
the solar panels failed. The other four 
panels opened earlier and were working 
normally. 


Mission controllers tried to deploy the 


faulty panels by radioing a series of 
backup, emergency commands to Sky- 
lab, but they failed. Skylab was in an 
orbit 271 miles high, circling the globe 
once every 93 minutes. It was flying over 
89 per cent of the world's population and 
was so big it resembled a star at sunrise 
and sunset.

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Supreme Court rules towns can't limit airplane 
takeoffs 


by AL MESSEnSCIIMIDT 


Municipalities' neighboring airports like 


O'Hnre lost another round in attempts to 
control take off hours and noise yester- 
day. 


The U.S. Supremo Court ruled, 5 to 4 


that cities may not impose local takeoff 
curfews and that regulation Is a federal 
responsibility. 


"I'm not surprised," said Aid. Alan 


Abrnms (8th), who pushed adoption of 
DCS Plalncs' airport noise ordinance. 
"Tho ruling was consistent with other 
court decisions. I'd say tho result Is 
negative for the city." 


The court ruling, written by Justice 


William 0. Douglas and Involving Bur- 
bank, Calif., said that Congress assigned 
airport regulation to the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration. The court cannot 
"diffuse" the power by allowing city or 
state regulation. 


"If that change Is to be made, Con- 


gress must do It," Douglas said. 


BURBANK'S ORDINANCE, adopted in 


1068, banned takeoffs between 1 p.m. and 
7 a.m. Two lower federal courts ruled 
against the city and in support of Lock- 
heed Air Terminal Inc., operator of the 
city airport. 


"This is just another classic case of 


buckpassing," said Abrams, an attorney. 
"In the many conferences I've at- 
tended, In the meeting with FAA — the 
opinion has been unaimous that the feder- 
al authorities cannot restrict takeoffs at 
O'Hare. Only Chicago can do taat." 


The decision is "no solace to people 


who live near airports," he said. 


Airlines want "all privileges, but no 


obligations," Abrams said. 


"The only place the federal govern- 


ment has shown interest is Washington 
D.C., which is the home of federal gov- 
ernment," he said. Night flights there are 


prohibited. "Apparently, Washingtonlans 
deserve more rest than people in the hin- 
terlands." 


INFLUENCE OF the decision on Des 


Plaines1 anti-noise ordinance "won't be 
clear until we get a copy of the decision. 
The airlines are violating it every day. 
But we're not enforcing it anyway." 


The court decision followed similar rul- 


ings that started in 1966 when a Hemp- 
stead, N.Y. ordinance based on home 
rule power was overturned. The U.S. 
Court of Appeals agreed that federal 
powers pre-empted the local ordinance. 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge Oct. 


SO, 1971 dismissed a suit by five suburbs 
against Chicago and 23 airlines to block 
pollution and noise. 


Des Plaines officials, when discussing 


the anti-noise ordinance, mentioned pos- 
sible court challenges by the airlines. 
The ordinance was passed to "bring 
about some cooperation from the airlines 
and to reduce the noise problems," 
Abrams has said. 


Park Ridge passed a noise ordinance in 


the mid-1960s and threat of its use 
against O'Hare apparently won an air- 
line agreement to avoid night flights over 
the city.

Chapman bill would put lid on tax sharing 


A bill to impose a celling on state In- 


come tax refunds to local governments 
and to Include public schools In that rev- 
enue has been Introduced In the Illinois 
House of Representatives by Rep. Eu- 
genia S. Chapman, D-Arltngton Heights. 


The bill would provide $23.7 million for 


public schools In fiscal 1074, the effective 
date of the bill, said Mrs. Chapman. 


Estimated revenue to counties and mu- 


nicipalities under the present system of 
Income tax sharing Is $103.7 million. The 
Chapman measure would set a flat rate 
of $80 million to be shared by the loc.il 
governments, however, and order the 
distribution of the surplus to schools. 


Under the present system, municipal- 


ities and counties share I/12th of the to- 
tal Income tax collected by the state, on 
a per capita basis. This l/l2th share Is 
expected to total $03.9 million In the cur- 
rent fiscal year, and $103.7 million next 
year. 


Mrs. Chapman acknowledged that her

plan would represent a cutback for local 
governments and would deny them reve- 
nue growth from state income tax funds.

A bill to establish an appointed com- 


mission to recommend salaries for elect- 
ed state officials has been approved by 
the Senate Executive Committee. 


Sponsored by Sen. Bradley M. Glass, 


R-Northfleld, the bill Is expected to meet 
spirited opposition on the floor of the 


Senate and in the House. 


The Glass bill calls for a commission 


of two members appointed by the gover- 
nor, two by the Illinois Supreme Court, 
and one each by the speaker of the 
House and the president of the Senate. 


According to the plan, the commission 


would recommend pay levels for legisla- 
tors, judges and state officers. The Gen- 
eral Assembly could reject these recom- 
mendations within 60 days. If not re- 
jected in that time, the pay levels would 
become effective immediately. 


The bill encountered opposition In com- 


mittee from senators objecting that it 
would dilute the autonomy of the legisla- 
ture, which now fixes all salaries for 
state officials.

Here's what to do in case 


of an approaching tornado 


"If you sec a tornado approaching or 


hear a warning of one approaching, your 
Immediate action may mean the differ- 
ence between life or death," warns R. A. 
Hogan. Illinois regional manager of the 
Allstate Insurance Companies. 


Tornadoes do frightful damage, so pre- 


cautions must be taken to minimize the 
storm's effects. Trees, building material 
and cars arc hurled through the air with 
awesome force. The sudden drop in pres- 
sure during tornadoes explodes buildings 
like punctured balloons. 


In a city or town seek Inside shelter, 


preferably In a strongly reinforced build- 
ing. "Stay away from windows," Hogan 
advises. In homes, the corner of the 
basement toward the tornado usually of- 
fers greatest safety, particularly in 
frame houses. People in houses without 
basements can sometimes be pro- 
tected by taking cover under heavy fur- 
niture against inside walls. Doors and 
windows on the sides of the house away 
from the tornado may be opened to 
equalize the air pressure Inside and help 
reduce damage to the building. Standing 
against the inside wall on a lower floor of 
an office building offers some protection. 


In factories and offices, on receiving a 


tornado warning, a lookout should be 
posted to keep safety officials advised of 
the tornado's approach. Advance prepa- 
ration should bo mode for moving work- 


ers to sections of the plant offering the 
greatest protection. 


AFTER THE STORM has passed, 


don't use the telephone except for an 
emergency and listen to radio or TV for 
information and instructions. Stay away 
from broken or low h-nging power lines, 
and report them to police or utility com- 
panies. 


Tornadoes occur in every state but 


most frequently in the central U.S. The 
number of tornadoes normally starts to 
increase in the Gulf states In February 
and reaches a peak there In March. The 
number increases during the spring and 
spreads northward into the Midwest, oc- 
curring most often in May and Juno. 


The average tornado path is about 16 


miles long and a quarter of a mile wide. 
Speeds range from 25 to 40 mph, but 
have moved from stationary to 68 mph. 
In most cases, they move from a west- 
erly direction, usually from the south- 
west. 


"Most tornadoes are accompanied by 


thunderstorms, especially storms that 
deposit hailstones. Frequently two or 
more tornadoes oppear in the same area, 
following more or less parallel paths. 
Usually seen as a rapidly rotating funnel- 
shaped cloud extending toward the 
ground from the base of a thundercloud, 
they vary In color from gray to black," 
Hogan said.

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The Doctor Says...by Dr. Latvrence Lamb 
Here are a few more suggestions for treating warts 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I was much Inter- 


ested in your answer to the matter about 
warts removal and decided to write 
about my experience; perhaps it could 
help someone else this time. 


Back in 1930 my small daughter had a 


wart come under the fingernail and it 
pushed the nail up and was very painful, 
as you might know. I wrote to a doctor's 
column at the time and asked what I 
could do as I had done everything our 
local doctor had told me. 


The answer was to get a small bottle of 


"flexible collodion," cover the wart and 
keep it covered with this for 10 days or 
longer. It dries on and acts like a second 
skin. Then you should bo able to lift the 
wart out with tweezers or your fingers. 


It worked like magic and came out, 


even the core of the ugly thing. 


Through the years, I am 69,1 have told 


countless people who removed their own 
warts, several different kinds, and it 
worked every time. Sometimes I can't 
buy the collodion and get "New Skin" 
which has it for the base but it is not as 
good. Please tell your readers about this. 
It's cheap, easy, painless, and works ev- 
ery time and is harmless too. I believe 
some corn remedies have collodion for a 
base too. 


I have removed seed warts that were 


as long as my little fingernail and left a 
deep cone-shaped hole which soon healed 
with no further trouble. 


Thank you for your Interesting col- 


umn; I never miss it. 


Dear Reader — Thank you for your 


suggestion. It sounds simple enough and 


harmless. I'm Including your letter and 
the one below to give all the readers oth- 
er suggestions on treating warts. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — You answered a cor- 


respondent's query about plantar warts, 
naming several means of treatment. 
However, you did not mention the best 
treatment of all. 


I spent 23 years, before my retirement, 


In the Low Temperature Laboratory of 
the University of California where we li- 
quefied air, fractionating it into liquid 
oxygen and liquid nitrogen, also lique- 
fying hydrogen and helium. Many times 


we had occasion to treat plantar warts 
with liquid nitrogen. 


By using a small cotton swab, dipping 


it in liquid nitrogen, and applying it to a 
wart until it turned white (frozen) the 
wart was cured. It was practically pain- 
less, the skin was riot broken to admit 
infection and all that was necessary, be- 
sides the freezing of It, was to cover the 
wart with a band aid and forget it for a 
week or so and it would come off like a 
scab. 


The liquid notrogen freezing destroys 


the cells and acts much like a third de- 


gree burn, but without the toxic reactions 
of a burn. I have never failed to cure the 
wart and there has never been any In- 
fections. It is much better than acids, an 
electric needle, surgery, tape, or any oth- 
er method with which I am familiar. The 
only disadvantage is that there are rela- 
tively few places it can be obtained, ex- 
cept in larger cities. A dermatologist 
friend said it was quite the best and sa- 
fest method to treat skin cancers also.

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Relax with transcendental meditation 


Suburbanites share their experiences 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


(second of two parts) 


Paul Anderson, vice president of mar- 


keting for a major paint manufacturing 
firm, suffered continual pain stemming 
from three spinal fusions and intensified 
by the dally pressures of a demanding 
career. 


Though skeptical of I lie promises of 


transcendental 
meditation, 
Anderson 


learned the technique about six months 
ago because as he put It. . ."I figured I 
had nothing to loso and everything to 
gain." 
. 
Today the Arlington Heights business- 


man arises each weekday morning at 
5:43 a.m., gets ready for work and then 
sits down and meditates for 20 minutes 
before breakfast. Me again meditates for 
Ilic same length of time while commu- 
ting homo In the evening on the Chicago 
and North Western. 


"NO ONE COULD expect to : ve ex- 


periences like mine," said Anderson who 
considers himself a perfect candidate for 
TM because of his long suffering. 


Anderson removed his bock brace af- 


ter his first period of meditation "I've 
never worn It again," he said. 


"The tranqulllzcrs and pain pills I 


lived on everyday . . . I've not hod one 
since. 


"I experienced Immediate results as 


soon as I began meditating," he contin- 
ued. "When the pain would come on, I'd 
lock myself In my office for 20 minutes 
and while still In meditation I could feel 
the pain actually subsiding. 


"People who work for me have noticed 


marked changes In my disposition. Be- 
cause of my back I had a very volatile 
personality. Now I am more alert and 
creative than I ever was. Ideas flow 
much more rapidly. 


"I USED TO ARRIVE home from 


work with a cloud hanging over my 
head. The first thing I'd do was reach for 
a martini. Now I'm In such a relaxed 
mood thnt when I do have a drink, it's 
only for a social reason." 


Both Anderson's sons, students at the 


University of Michigan, have already at- 
tended the two preliminary lectures for 
TM and his wife,, too, is considering 
learning the method. 


Paul Anderson is one of many subur- 


banites who is turning on to meditation 
conceived to simply relax and enhance 
an individual's normal daily activity. 


"Some kid me a little," he said con- 


cerning the reactions of others, "but a 
number of my friends arc already doing 
It. Believe me I am not promoting TM 
but I am not at all reluctant either, to 
tell people what It has done for me. I 
don't care how it works . . . it's a great 
process." 


THE MOST ASTONISHING factor 


about TM Is that no one has been able to 
explain just how and why the method 
docs work. 


Mahnrlshl theorizes that thinking the 


mantra has a vibratory effect on the ner- 
vous system that dissolves stress and 
frees the mind to pursue subtler levels of 
thought. 


And while scientists have yet to prove 


that people do become happier and bet- 
ter adjusted after learning TM, recent 
studies do show that certain beneficial 
physical changes do occur during medi- 
cation. 
, 


Further tests are underway to deter- 


mine how TM might affect hypertension 
and other Illnesses, as well as become a 
therapeutic value for mental patients, 
drug addicts and prisoners. 


The most publicized accounts published 


in the "American Journal of Physiology" 
and "Scientific American" were carried 
out by Dr. Robert Keith, Wallace, a Cali- 
fornia physiologist and president of 
M a h a r i s h i International University 
founded In 1971, and Dr. Herbert Benson, 
assistant professor of medicine at Har- 
vard Medical School. 


THEY FOUND that the degree of 


metabolic rest after five to ten minutes 
of meditation was characterized by an 
average decrease in oxygen consumption 
of 17 per cent, deeper than what is 
achieved after six to seven hours of 
sleep. 


They also found a significant reduction 


in heart rate and an increase in skin re- 
sistance which together indicates In- 
creased relaxation and a reduction of 
anxiety. The level of blood lactate con- 
centrate also decreases, signifying anoth- 
er possible sign of anxiety reduction. 


A local pediatrician who began medi- 


tating with his wife and teenage son 
about two months ago, considers "TM "a 
harmless technique of relaxation." 


"HOW MUCH is simply the power of 


suggestion, there is no way of telling. 
But certain physical changes have been 
proven and it is a logical deduction to 
make that if our bodies are rested, so 
will we feel psychologically refreshed," 
continued the doctor. 


"I have found myself more relaxed at 


times . . . freer of anxiety, and I would 
recommend TM to others as a harmless 
effortless relaxation technique as op- 
posed to other harmful methods like al- 


cohol, chain smoking, drugs, or even eat- 
ing." 


The Elk Grove pediatrician further 


added that he would like to experiment 
with a "TM party." 


"Instead of drinking to relax, I would 


have everyone sit down and meditate 20 
minutes before the party actually start- 
ed. It would relieve the social tension 
and let people interact naturally. I never 
know if someone is talking to me be- 
cause he likes me or because he's high 
on two martinis." 


MILTON McGINNIS, a teacher at 


Prospect High School who has been 
meditating now for almost a year, admit- 
ted that he, too, became interested in 
transcendental meditation after reading 
about the physiological effects. 


"They said it would work even if I 


didn't believe in it so I thought it was 
worth a try," he said. 


"While having experienced no great 


spiritual or inter-consciousness, I do feel 
a kind of relaxation that doesn't come 
with just lying down," continued 
McGinnis. 


To avoid being distracted the Hoffman 


Estates resident meditates when he first 
gets up in the morning and again in his 
car before leaving school in the after- 
noon. 


"I AM VERY CAREFUL at school. I 


don't plug TM because after all, it does 
cost money. But If a student comes up 
and asks me about it, I will discuss it," 
he said. "What else can I say except it 
just makes me feel good to do my tiling 
20 minutes twice a day." 


Schaumburg resident Gene Pratt, a 


student at John Marshall Law School in 
Chicago, was motivated to try TM after 
noticing improved personality changes in 
one of his friends. 


"I would recommend it to anyone," he 


said . . , "anyone who will give it an 
honest chance. I'm much more relaxed 
and feel clearer mentally. I look forward 
to meditation. It's the best cure for frus- 


t r a t i o n after coming home from 
classes." 


While adults look upon TM as a simple 


mechanism of relieving tension, many 
youths view meditation as currently 
"being where it's at." Sometimes they 
are disappointed. Others realize the ad- 
vantages, even if TM isn't what they 
first expected. 


"I WAS KINDA BORED and wanted to 


get into something," said Paula Godwin, 
a senior at Arlington High School. 


"At first I was somewhat disappointed. 


I guess I was expecting fireworks and 
changes overnight. But it is so relaxing 
and I'm a much calmer person because 
of TM," continued Paula, editor of her 
high school newspaper. 


"The changes are gradual but I know 


they're there. I can tell because I feel 
better. My Mom even said ... I can't 
believe how much more patient you 
are." 


Maharishi looks upon TM as an effec- 


tive affirmative measure to counter drug 
abuse. 


"When people begin to meditate on a 


regular basis, the desire to use nonpre- 
scription drugs falls away," he says. 


In a separate Benson-Wallace study, 


the two doctors reported that 98.8 per 
cent of drug users who began meditating 
regularly, never returned to their former 
habit. 


Yet even Benson and Wallace admit 


that no large conclusions can be drawn 
from these results because the study did 
not indicate how many people might 
have started TM and then stopped to re- 
turn to drugs. 


One young suburbanite who began TM 


almost three years ago, did find that 
marijuana interfered with his meditation 
periods. He is sporadic in his practice 
because he finds he derives more pleas- 
ure at times from smoking than meditat- 
ing. 


"If I could relate the two," he said, "it 


would be great." 


Another local resident found it ex- 


tremely 
difficult to meditate while 


"being stoned" and has since stopped 
smoking. 


"It brought me down. After meditating 


I was completely straight again. Mari- 
juana works against meditation. Smoking 
clouds your mind and TM on the other 
hand leaves you feeling sharp and alert 
... and that's what I'd rather be."

Discover the covered-bridge capital 
of the United States: Pennsylvania 


by PATRICK M. REYNOLDS 


There Is the magic of timc-gonc-by In 


Pennsylvania's covered bridges. Linger- 
ing beside one, the mind's cyo sees pio- 
neer folk and ox teams and horse-<lraun 
wagons overflowing with hay, or sagging 
beneath sacks of grain on their way to 
the mill. The gray bridge-timbers still 
carry the Initials of couples who carved 
their vows of eternal love on them — and 
you wonder how many of the youngsters 
splashing with naked abandon in the pool 
beneath the bridge arc living proof of 
those vows. 


Bridges arc perhaps the only struc- 


tures created by man that must differ 
from each other. No two are ever alike 
because the rivers and the streams and 
the ravines they span arc never alike. 


Fewer than 1,500 covered bridges are 


left in the United States, and Pcnns>lva- 
nia has 343 of them. 


WHY COVERED bridges? When a 


Pennsylvania squire was asked that 
question while visiting Europe In the 
1800's, his explanation was, "Our bridges 
are covered for the some reason our 
belles wear hoopsklrts and crinolines — 
to protect the structural beauty that Is

seldom seen, but nevertheless appre- 
ciated." 


From an engineering point of view, his 


answer was quite near the truth. Without 
a cover, the "strucutral beauty" of a 
wooden bridge would withstand the ele- 
ments for only about ten years. By cov- 
ering the bridge, its life was extended to 
40 and more years. 


The first covered bridge in this country 


was built In Philadelphia, to cross the 
Schuylkill River at Market Street. The 
cornerstone was laid in 1800, and the 
bridge was completed some six years lat- 
er. 


In 1812, another New Englander, Jona- 


than Walcott, built the world's longest 
covered bridge across the Susquehanna 
River at Columbia. This "gran'daddy" of

In the United States, but circus buffs re- 
port the State Historical Society of Wis- 
consin's Is bigger and livelier. 


Situated where the Rlngllngs began 


their clrcuslng In 1884, the Circus World 
Museum not only Is the world's largest 
repository of artifacts and general mem- 
orabilia pertaining to the world of saw- 
dust and spangles, but It also presents 
live performances dally under a real 
"big top" with a parade every day rain 
or shine. 


A building as long as a city block 


houses the museum's 100 bandwagons, 
tableaux, cages, and baggage wagons all 
faithfully restored to original splendor by 
artists and craftsmen In the museum's 
own workshops. 


A stellar attraction at the museum Is 


continuous music played on the steam 
calliope, a rare una-fon, shaker chimes 


and a vintage bandorgan. And there Is a 
life-size recreation of P. T. Barnum's 
19th-century sideshow with such head- 
liners as Tom Thumb, the original Siam- 
ese twins, a giant, fat lady and thin man, 
and a tattooed uondcr In a "congress of 
strange people." 


There arc goat-cart rides for kiddies 


and a merry-go-round for "kids" of all 
ages. An especially photogenic llama 
named Lloyd adds an nuru of classic dig- 
nity with his aristocratic serenity. In 
fact, the whole place is u camera fan's 
dream world, 


The usual circus-type food and soft 


drinks arc on sale, and there Is a gift 
shop dispensing postcards, calendars and 
other authentic circus souvenirs. 


The museum will be open seven days a 


week through Sept. 16 from 0 a.m. to 5:30 
p.m., and for $2.50 (or $1 if you're be- 
tween 5 and 11 years old) visitors can 
stay all day, attending all exhibits In- 
cluding the circus performances as often 
as they wish. 


covered bridges was 5,690 feet long and 
had 28 spans. It was washed away by 
flood and ice in 1832. Its replacement 
was burned during the Civil War to pre- 
vent Confederate troops from crossing 
the river. 


ONE OF THE shortest covered bridges 


in Pennsylvania — and the world, natu- 
rally — is also one of the youngest. It 
was built in 1959, at Bird-In-Hand, in the 
heart of the Pennsylvania Amish coun- 
try. It is inside a country general store 
and takes one from the front to the back 
of the store. 


In between these extremes are the "or- 


dinary" covered bridges of Pennsylva- 
nia, each one a delight in itself. These 
are the "kissing" bridges and the "wish- 
Ing" bridges and the "haunted" bridges. 
You will find hex signs over the portals 
of some — and highway signs giving 
clearance and weight limits on others. 
Many are closed with siding, usually 
horizontal. Others are open or have win- 
dows to give you a view of the stream 
and the blue hills beyond. 


In some, you may have to wait a bit 


while a car crosses the narrow span — 
or wait a bit longer while a horse and 
buggy come slowly toward you through 
the gloom as from another era. In the 
cool and fragrant twilight of some, you 
will find religious admonitions, signs to 
drive away "Hants," faded circus post- 
ers, public announcements and advertise- 
ments selling such things as farm Imple- 
ments, fertilizers and funeral services. 


The best way to go covered-bridge- 


hunting in Pennsylvania is to pick out on 
a map the main streams and tributaries 
flowing from the surrounding watersheds 
of the Delaware and Susquehanna Riv- 
ers, the Ohio Valley and Lake Erie. Even 
highway maps show these rivers and 
streams. Then, stop at any town along 
these waterways and ask directions to 
the nearest covered bridges. 


IF YOU DON'T seem to be in too much 


of a hurry, you may — in addition to 
directions — also get a bit of the local 
lore, traditions and even superstitions 
surrounding each bridge. You don't have 
to believe everything you hear, if you 
don't wish to — but, just remember that 
covered bridges are old, and have seen 
much of man and beast in their days, 
and heard many a tale in the gossip of 
the stream below and in the whisper of 
the wind. 


Half the Interest in covered bridges 


lies In the legends as well as the spans 
themselves. Girls became gray before 
their time being chased by the ghosts 
and goblins who lurk there. They were 
always scary after dark and still arc. 


Today, unfortunately, covered bridges 


are slowly passing from our land, despite 
efforts of groups dedicated to their pre- 
servation. Hurricanes, ice flows and 
floods are tearing them apart — vandals 
are burning them for a few brief mo- 
ments of sick pleasure — concrete and 
steel structures arc replacing them "to 
avoid traffic bottlenecks."

IN OUR VARIOUS travels we have 


talked with tourist officials in European 
countries — 09 well as with young Amer- 
icans who toured Europe on their own 
last summer — and here arc a few sug- 
gestions for boys and girls planning trav- 
el abroad in the next few months: 


• Make a real effort to meet tho 


people of the places you visit. Concen- 
trate your stays in small towns or cities 
is much as you can. They'll be friend- 
Jer. As one student traveler told me: 
"Art galleries and monuments ore great 
— but they aren't everything!" 


• Don't go to Europe thinking every- 


body should act like Americans. Enjoy 
people as they ore. Most ore friendly, 
curious and generous, just like you. 


• Bring enough money to sec you 


through your trip, with a small reserve 
for emergencies. Many young people ex- 
pect to earn money with temporary or 
part-time jobs, but authorities warn:

"Don't count on it!" All European coun- 
tries require work permits for foreign- 
ers, and It takes weeks, sometimes 
montlis, to get one. Be realistic. Prices 
In Europe aren't all that cheap! Ex- 
peclally this year. 


• Watch your valuables. Young tour- 


i s t s , particularly those hitchhiking 
around Europe or staying in youth hos- 
tels, tell me thefts arc often their biggest 
problem. Keep your money in traveler's 
checks. If they are lost or stolen, you get 
a refund. 


Hippie-styled pickpockets and purse- 


snatchcrs, unfortunately, have a field 
day wherever young people gather. 
There is a big black market In American 
passports — so guard yours carefully. 


• Travel light. Take only basic neces- 


sities. Leave the dress-up clothes at 
home. 


• Be wary of the black market. 


There's a good chance of getting con- 
tcrfclt money If you trade with sidewalk 
dealers. If you buy a Eurailpass or Stu- 
dent Card from someone else, you stand 
the chance of having it picked up If it is 
checked, and you'll have to pay the full 
fare. 


• Drugs. U.S. consular officials report 


an Increase in the number of young 
Americans arrested abroad on illicit 
drug charges. In many places the sellers 
of drugs are informers to police or cus- 
toms officials. After making a sale, they 
turn in the buyer for a reward. 


• Laws. This may surprise you — but 


when you travel abroad, you ore subject 
solely lo the lows of the country you are 
visiting. I've always been fully aware 
when traveling that I am not protected 
by U.S. laws — but I was surprised to 
find how limited the authority of Ameri- 
can consular officials Is if I need them to 
intercede in my behalf! 


• Make suro there's someone back 


home you con contact if you need money 
In on emergency. Let your parents know 
you're okay. They'll appreciate those 
postcards! 


For the most part — the welcome mat 


is out all over Europe for young Ameri- 
can travelers.

official told me: "We like your young 
people! And we want to treat them right 
because we believe it's a good in- 
vestment In the future!"

The making oi a man in blue 


"KILL THE UMP!" 
This battle cry Is almost as old as tho 


game of baseball, ranking right along 
with "Play boll!" and "Walt till next 
year!" and "It's not whether you win or 
lose..." 


Few figures in American history have 


had to take more collective abuse than 
the umpire, or official In whatever the 
*port. They have been so chastised so 
often that about tho only symbolic figure 
close to them in this regard is the moth- 
er-in-law. 


Since many thousands of amateur con- 


tests in all sports are played in this area 
every year, and since officials are an es- 
sential clement In any organized game 
(though they're usually taken for grant- 
ed), obviously hundreds of men in this 
area atone stand up to tho rigorous de- 
mands of tho "men In blue" or guys in 
the striped "zebra" shirts. 


Just what ore these demands? What 


sort of person docs It take to be an arbi- 
ter? Why would they want to do It In the 
first place? How does one become an of- 
ficial? 


These are questions that most of us 


don't often think about, but important 
ones. In this area, one of the leading ex- 
perts on tho subject is Gene Sackctt of 
Wheeling, a name many are familiar 
with. 


Besides being chairman (in effect, 


commissioner) of Ninth District Ameri- 
can Legion baseball in this area each 
summer (he's going into his fourth 
year), Sackctt is active In other facets of 
tho Legion and also in different commu- 
nity affairs. For Instance, he was once 
president of the Wheeling Park District. 


And he's quite qualified to discuss um- 


piring and officiating since ho not Only 
has done plenty of It himself, but teaches 
a Harper College course In orbiting high 
school football, basketball and baseball 
throughout the year. Each course runs a 
season ahead of the sports season for 
preparation with the baseball course In 
the winter and spring, football In sum- 
mer and basketball In autumn. 


questions I was anxious to ask him 


were: What personal qualities does it 
take to be an ump or ref? And why In the 
world would anyone wish to willingly 
lubmlt to the abuse often Involved? 


"Actually, there's not all that much 


nbuse In games around here," began 
Sackctt. "Uusually, the only way an ump 
gets It Is If he asks for It by his attitude 
— if he's always out of position or acts 
like he doesn't care. Or If he shows any 
Indecision, he's in trouble. He must bo 
very definite." 


There are good reasons, he says, why 


n large enough number of men are lined 
up to work all games every year — al- 
though there has gotten to be a shortage 
In' Hili area with all the growing sports 
and leagues. 


"For former athletes who don't or 


can't play any more, It's a good chatco 
to'kccp In close contact with the sport." 
Sackctt explained. "It's enjoyable for tho 
men who do It. 


"They have a sense of power. It's like 


they are sitting on top of a mountain and 
are mailer of all they survey. The can — 
they should — control the game at all 
times. 


"They can make a good game out of 


an average one by little things — like 
encouraging players to hustle on and off 
the field between Innings (or after time- 
outs). And n bad official can bo a hind- 
rance, naturally. If a sloppy game Is 
called, a sloppy game Is played. 


"Money Is definitely a factor too. We 


offer $12.50 a game (for high school and 
Legion contests) and if a guy works four 
or five games a week, ho can pick up 
som.o nice extra change." 


Further commenting on the kind of 


perron an ump should be, Gene said: 
"Some people disagree with me, but 
from my personal experience, I say it's 
all right for an ump to kid around a little 
with conches and talk to kids between 


innings. I've had a great time talking to 
catchers or first basemen while I'm 
working a game. This shows that you're 
interested ... that you don't just want to 
get the game over and go home. 


"I'm also very adamant about person- 


al appearance. Little things mean a lot 
— like wearing matching blues (slacks 
and shirts). Around here some umps 
show up looking pretty sloppy. Players' 
uniforms all look the same, and so 
should umps'. One of my main criticisms 
of this area Is that there Is no one check- 
ing their attire. 


"It's Just part of the idea that If you're 


going to get involved at all, give it your 
best." 


In regard to personalities of officials, 


he says, "Sure, they have to be a little 
thick-skinned. I've known people who 
know the rules forwards and backwards, 
but they don't have a forceful enough 
personality to work games. 


"I think a little showmanship Is good, 


like Emmet Ashford had. I thought he 
was a darn good ump. It's too bad, but 
he retired because he took so much flak. 


"But the key words are authority and 


dignity. This is what an ump or official 
must have. How much verbal abuse you 
take depends on the guy and how he's 
saying it. You can't define It or draw an 
exact line — but any time a player or 
coach challenges your integrity, he's got-' 
to go." 


Sackctt said hascbnll umpiring Is ac- 


tually rather simple. Emphasizing his 
words, he pointed out: "All it bolls down 
to is watch the darned ball. Nothing con 
possibly happen without it in baseball. 


"The reason there nre disputes Is that 


spectators or a coach takes his eyes off 
the ball. On a close play at second, 
they're watching the runner going in and 
tho fielder waiting. But If you follow only 
the ball, you'd be surprised how many 
times what looks like a bad call is the 
right one. 


"Of course, this is only in baseball. In 


football and basketball there are rcfs 
who are never supposed to look at the 
ball. They've got to watch for contact 
and other things. In basketball the man 
along the baseline calls lane violations 
and fouls under the basket. But some- 
times he misses things because he's 
looking up at the hoop to see If the ball Is 
going In. The trailing official is the one 
who calls goaltendlng or whether a bas- 
ket Is good or not." 


To become an official (they start at the 


bottom and work up, just like players), 
one must take two tests upon successful 
completion of his course — an open-book 
and a closed-book on rules 
inter- 


pretations administered by top, experi- 
enced men. The tests are not easy and 
some questions can be tricky. Candidates 
must also pay a fee. 


Sackett has done high school and col- 


lege officiating, on and off, in baseball, 
Softball and football since his college 
days at Yankton (South Dakota) In the 
'40'». He also was track coach at Glen- 
brook North In the mld-'SO's. 


"I'm getting back into it in baseball 


this year and I'm exdted about it," says 
this enthusiastic man. Obviously he will 
not work Legion gomes as that would be 
a conflict of interests, but will work the 
summer high school league. 


Sackett is a good man both for this and. 


for teaching this difficult subject.

Them's no Secretariat or odds-on fa- 


vorite In this Run for the Flagstick 
scheduled for 6,772 yards on the turf 
course. 


Instead, the betting should be equally 


divided between Horsey, Prospect, For- 
est View. Arlington and Palatine — the 
top five finishers In the dual-meet stand- 
Ings. 


Th Huskies will be galloping out of 


the number one post position since they 
captured the hoad-lo-hcad regular-season 
crown. Kersey will carry an Impost ot 
one point Into the match for Its first 
place finish In the dual-meet standings 
and seek to win again today to insure an 
outright title with the minimum of two 
points. 


The four challengers, however, havo 


impressive past performance charts and 
could cosily make the race a dramatic 
photo finish. Hoping for an upset in the 
derby arc Frcmd, Wheeling, Connnt, Elk 
Grove, Rolling Meadows, Schaumburg 
and Glcnbnrd North. 


Each team is permitted to enter seven 


players in both tho varsity and frosh- 
loph meets with only tho lowest four 
scores from each club figuring in the 
scoring. 


Horscy's role as slight favorite In the 


affair stems from the fact that the Husk- 
ies averaged a stingy 156.18 strokes 
against their 11 league opponents — the 
top average In the conference.

also own the top league player In Ray 
Peterson who averaged a slim 3D.1 In 11

Second-place Prospect, a state section- 


al qualifier, also boasts power off a 162.1 
average conference score. Rich Carlson 
clicked for 39.12 strokes in eight meets 
while Norm Schwartz averaged 40.28, 
Ron Swonson 40.43, Rich Heed 41.45, Bob 
Horwath 41.6, Craig Calkins 42.17 and 
Craig Ridley 43.4 for the depth-laden 
Knights. 


In landing third, Forest View took 


165.36 strokes to earn Its 8-3 record and a 
well-balanced lineup of Greg Martin- 
dale's 41.4 average, Gary Mayer's 41.63, 
Rick Kcyser's 41.82, Todd McDonald's 
42.1 and Ron Romack's 42.11. 


Arlington's Steve Sluka led his team in 


seven of the 11 league matches and in 
average with 41.36 strokes. The Cards de- 
rived a 169.18 mean per outing off Jeff 
Palmer's 42.9 average, Steve Rlngel's 
43.27, Steve Loughman's 43.72 and Jeff 
Cleveland's 44.33. 


Palatine's Jim Sobczynskl emerged as 


one of only six Mid-Suburban players to 
average less than 40 strokes per meet as 
he compiled 39.0 for the Pirates who av- 
eraged 162.9 as a team. 


John Loncrgan was a near miss with 


40,72 while Jim Arden needed 41.0, John 
Capoun 41.77 and Bob Capoun 42.45. All 
fivo Palatine player medalled at least 
one meet during the course of the sea- 
son. 


Sectional-bound Wheeling remains a

The Cougars also have 
the services of top transfer student Dave 
Sldlln who just recently joined the club. 


Elk Grove averaged 175.63 in the cir- 


cuit and owns a steady contributor in 
Scott Walker who easily led the team 
with 42.27. Mark Okuma shot 44.45 in 11 
meets, Keith Moore 45.0, Todd Gander 
46.1, Mark Christensen 47.86 and Bob Mo- 
rlta 48 for coach Brendan Flynn's 
linksmen.

Check boat, trailer equipment 


With another boating season fast ap- 


proaching, some advice to Illinois Boat- 
tors on th care of their equipment Is 
being issued by the Division of Law En- 
forcement In the Department of Con- 
servation, which is responsible for licens- 
ing and control of pleasure boating. 


Eighty-five per cent of more than 


200,000 boats registered for pleasure use 
on Illinois waters arc trallablo craft — 
and knowing how to pull a boat, launch it 
and retrieve It U extremely important to 
assure safety and full enjoyment of wa- 
ter recreation. 


Points of advice: 
—Pull the wheels and check the bear- 


ings to be sure they arc properly packed 
with grease. They can be checked en 
route for overheating by touching the 
axle cap or hub. 


—Improper loading and incorrect tire 


pressures aro two of the most abused 


practices in boat trailcring. Tiro pres- 
sure should be consistent with manufac- 
turer's recommendations. Don't forget 
the spare tire. Examine tires for tread 
wear, i.ldcwnll cuts, cracks or snags 
deep enough to expose cords; also 
bumps, bulges or knots. 


—It is also wise to remove the tire 


from the rim and check the Inner rim for 
possible rust weakening. 


—Tighten loose lug bolts and check 


them frequently. 


—Never exceed the designated load ca- 


pacity of your trailer. Store heavier 
items in the trunk of the towing vehicle. 


—Your boat should be placed on the 


trailer with about 60 per cent of the load 
weight forward and 40 per cent aft. This 
will place about 10 per cent of the load 
weight on the hitch of the towing vehicle. 


—Illinois law requires two safety 


chains for boat trailers. These chains 
should be connected (1) to prevent the 
drawbar from dropping to the ground, 
and (2) to control the trailer In event 
vehicle coupling fails. The chains should 
be hooked in the form of an "x" to the 
frame of the towing vehicle. 


—Check the coupling frequently. Screw 


types may work loose; wedge-action cou- 
plers are simpler and more fool-proof. 


—Rotate trailer tires at least once each 


boating season. Keep trailer brakes ad- 
justed evenly. The boat should stop 
straight behind the towing vehicle. 


—Your trailer should be regarded as a 


life-line between fun and disaster. More 
equipment is ruined on the trailer than 
on the water. 


—Comply with state regulations on 


trailers not only in Illinois, but in other 
states in which you travel.

We support 


jury reform 


Legislation which would provide 


safeguards for the rights of individ- 
uals summoned to testify before 
grand juries has been introduced in 
the Illinois House of Representa- 
tives, and we arc hopeful that the 
legislature will transform it into 
law. 


The bill in its present form docs 


not go as far as originally proposed 
by its chief sponsor, Rep. Brian 
Duff. n-U'ilmottc, after alteration 
by the House Judiciary Committee 


headed by Duff. But it would start 
Illinois on the path of reforms of 
the archaic grand Jury system 
which has already been achieved 
in a number of other states. 


Tuo major provisions of the bill 


would entitle witnesses before a 
grand jury to interrupt their testi- 
mony to consult with legal coun- 
sel, and would assure that a ver- 
batim transcript of testimony be 
preserved, to be made available to 
defendants and witnesses at the 
discretion of the court. 


This falls substantially short of 


Duff's original proposal that attor- 
neys be allowed to accompany wit- 
nesses into the grand jury room, 
that rules of evidence be imposed 
on grand jury proceedings, and 
that defense attorneys be given the 
same adversary status they enjoy 
in the course of a trial. 


A major intent of the bill is to 


discourage the indiscriminate use 
of grand juries and to encourage 
prosecutors to proceed with crimi- 
nal charges through open prelimi- 
nary hearings before a judge. 


Indeed, Duff's original proposal 


specified that grand juries would 
be convened only on the order of a 


circuit judge in cases where he 
c o n s i d e r e d it necessary. As 
amended in committee, the legisla- 
tion would preserve 
the 
pre- 


rogative of convening grand juries 
to the prosecuting attorney. 


It is prosecuting attorneys, in 


fact, in the form of the Illinois As- 
sociation of State's Attorneys, who 
marshalled the major oppostion to 
the bill and succeeded in putting 
over the restrictions on Duff's orig- 
inal draft. 


T h e i r opposition is under- 


standable. Grand juries as pre- 
sently conducted are subject to ex- 
tensive manipulation by prose- 
cutors, who may present only that 
evidence which favors their case, 
may introduce hearsay and other 
flimsy evidence which would never 
be admitted in a courtroom, and 
generally arc free to orchestrate 
testimony as they see fit. 


The fact that more than 90 per 


cent of indictments sought by pros- 
ecutors are granted by grand 
juries is evidence of the ease with 
which they arc able to manipulate 
the juries. 


If that batting average truly re- 


flects the merit of the cases which 
they present to grand juries, it is 
difficult to imagine that they could 
not achieve nearly tjie same re- 
sults by presenting their evidence 
in an open court. 


The Duff legislation, however, 


would not deprive prosecutors 
from the secrecy of the grand jury 
room in extraordinary cases. 


But it would provide major 


safeguards to defendants and other 
witnesses. If these 
safeguards 


prove workable, they could lead to 
further reforms and perhaps the 
e v e n t u a l abandonment of the 
grand jury system. 


Ultimately, bringing all criminal 


procedures into the open light of a 
public courtroom must be a worthy 
goal in a free society. This is a first 
step. 


For legislators who hesitate, we 


would point out that Great Britain, 
cradle of modern liberty and au- 
thor of the legal system on which 
American justice is founded, aban- 
doned the grand jury in 1933.

WASHINGTON - An Innocuous look- 


ing two-line, 15-word paragraph tucked 
Into the Senate Agriculture Committee's 
now farm bill could coat the taxpayers 
$30 million In grants to a private cotton 
promotion group over the next five 
years.

"Section 610 is amended by striking out

1978V 


If approved by the Senate when the 


omnibus farm bill reaches a vote later 
this month, and if It then survives fur- 
ther congressional action on the bill, the 
paragraph would have the effect of ex- 
tcndlnu a hotly-controversial $10 million- 
a-ycar grant which Rep. Paul Findley, 
R-I1I., recently denounced as a "cruel 
hoax on the American taxpayer." 


THE GRANT, originally approved In a 


1970 farm law to run from 1971 through 
1973, provides up to $10 million a year in 
Agriculture Department payments to 
Cotton, Inc., a private advertising and 
market promotion group set up and par- 
tially supported by cotton growers. 


The original law, which would be ex-

of $23.4 million. 


"If this were not tragic enough, consid-

From lavish quarters In 
Manhattan, this organization Is purpor- 
tedly trying to regain some of the mar- 
kets that cotton has lost to synthetics. 


"The president of Cotton Inc. draws a 


salary of $100,000 a year and several per- 
sonnel make over $40,000 with the ap- 
proval of the Department of Agriculture. 
As the outpouring of public money goes 
on, domestic consumption 
of co(ton 


dropped last year to Its lowest level since 
1948," Findley said. 


The payments to Cotton, Inc., also 


have defenders in Congress, however. 


The brief clause extending the pro- 


gram for five years without change was 
Inserted in the omnibus farm bill by the 
Senate Agriculture Committee without 
open controversy. Cotton lobbyists re- 
portedly met last week at the Capitol to 
confer on steps designed to make sure 
the grant program stays tacked onto 
whatever farm legislation clears Con- 
gress this year.

Instead of a house, Castro got: (1) a 13- 


year moratorium on the Cuban debt, esti- 
mated at roughly $3 billion; (2) generous 
terms for Soviet purchase of Cuban sug- 
ar and nickel; (3) fresh credits to make 
up for Cuba's anticipated trade deficit 
with Russia in the next three years, and 
(4) a promise of more than $300 million 
in new Soviet aid to develop nearly every 
aspect of the Cuban economy. 


ACCORDING TO an announcement by 


Castro Jan. 3, the Russians agreed to 
forego all collections on the Cuban debt 
for the next 13 years, and to halt the 
accumulation of Interest as of Jan. 1. 
. Payment In Cuban goods and services 
will resume Jan. 1, 1886, and run for 25 
years — through 2010. 


The agreement ends three years of un- 


certainty over how Cuba would pay what 
It owes the Soviet Union, according to 
Leon Gourc, director of Soviet Studies at 
the University of Miami's Center for Ad- 
vanced International Studies. 


"I think the Russians have resigned 


themselves to the fact that their In- 
volvement with Cuba is a very long haul 
and that (here are not shortcuts for mak- 
ing It a paying proposition, or even mak- 
ing Cuba self-sufficient," Goure said. 


THE 13-YEAR moratorium on debt 


payments may give Cuba a breathing 
space to Improve its ailing economy, 
Goure sold. 


However, ho attached little importance 


to the announcement the Soviet Union 
will pay 11 cents a pound for Cuban sug- 
ar and $3,000 a ton for nickel — prices 
wplt above the current world market lev- 
els. 


"It's a phony thing," Goure said. "It's 


a matter of bookkeeping. The Russians 
will get some propaganda value out of 
saying 'see how much we pay the Cu- 
bans for their products?" 


Over-all effect of the new agreements 


it to draw Cuba further Into the Soviet 
system, Goure said. He noted that Cuba 
became a member of COME-CON — the 
East European version of the European 
Common Market — in 1972 and the Cu- 
ban economy has been meshed Into the 
current Soviet five-year plan since 1971.

An enclosed porch or patio can bring a 


homeowner as much fun as all outdoors.

Check instruction book 
before calling repairman 


A few simple checks might save you 


the cost of a service call on your non- 
operating appliance. 


Believe it or not, more than one home- 


maker is dally embarrassed when the 
serviceman deduces the cause of her 
problem as an unplugged electrical cord 
or a blown fuse. It is even more embar- 
rassing when he presents his minimum 
charge for the service call. 


Quality appliance service is not in- 


expensive since the service technician 
must bring his "shop on wheels" to your 
door. General Electric Company, for ex- 
ample, estimates even its most proficient 
service technicians, operating out of ra- 
dlfrdispatch "stockrooms on wheels," 
can manage only about eight service 
calls a day. 


To help you avoid the expense of call- 


ing a serviceman to fix an appliance that 
is performing perfectly, the firm sug- 
gests you first check your instruction 
book for possible reasons, as most carry 
basic troubleshooting Information. 


If you've misplaced it, here's a quick 


checklist of common problems wlrth sav- 
ing and following: 


• If the, appliance operates on elec- 


tricity, make certain it is plugged in. If it 
runs on gas, check to see that the pilot is 
lit. 


• Check for blown fuses or tripped cir- 


cuit breakers, which can result from 
overloads on the electrical system. 


• Are doors securely closed? Most 


washers and dryers,.for example, have 
electrical interlocks which prevent oper- 
ation if doors are not fully closed. 


• Examine the controls to see if they 


are set properly. A refrigerator won't re- 
frigerate if the temperature control dial 
has been inadvertently turned off. 


• If a dishwasher or automatic wash- 


er, will not fill with water,\ see if the 
main water supply has been turned off in 
the home or by the water company for 
repairs. . • 


If, after all these checks, the appliance 


is still on the blink, then it is time to get 
professional help. Having the model 
number of the appliance available when 
you call is a good idea. 


How long will you have to wait for ser- 


vice? That can vary greatly — from a 
few hours to several days — depending 
on the proximity of the servicer and how 
well he Is staffed.

Reassessment brings reductions 
Most Buffalo Grove homes 
will receive lower tax bills 


by JOB FRANZ 


Moat Cook County Buffalo Grove resi- 


dents can expect a slight decrease In 
their 1972 tax bills, according to tax 
rales released yesterday by Cook County 
Clerk Stanley Kiupcr J. 


Although tax rates for the village were 


up slightly, the overall tax rate for all 
taxing bodies In the Cook County portion 
of the village was down 2.29 per cent 
from last year. 


Wheeling Township Assessor Marshall 


Thcroux sold residents will have to wait 
until they get their tax bills to find out 
exactly what they will pay. Thcroux said 
last year's reassessment of property hi 
Wheeling township resulted in small re- 
ducllons In tlw assessed valuation of most 
homes. 


"The assessments on most new homes 


— under 23 years old — went down while 
the older homes went up." Thcroux said. 
. REASSESSMENTS now are based on

(ho market value of the house while for- 
mer assessments reflected the de- 
preciated cost of rebuilding tho house 
Most reassessments are about 20 per 
cent of tho current market value. 


Owners of newer homes will thus bene- 


fit from both the decrcocd tax rate and 
decreased assessed valuation. Persons 
living In older homes, however, will 
probably find their homos valued higher 
than In the past. Their tax bills may go 
up. 


Tho rate for Buffalo Grove residents, 


living In t'» Buffalo Grove Park District, 
School districts 21 and 214, the Wheeling 
Rural Flro Protection District and the 
Wheeling Public Library District was'set 
at $8.180 per $100 of assessed valuation, 
as compared with a rate of $8.372 last 
year. A homo with an equalized as- 
sessed value of $10,000 will carry a tax 
bill of $010.00 as compared to $837.20 last 
year. 


Tho new tax rates apply to tax bills 


payable this year and were established 
by tax levies based on the expenditures of 
each taxing district In 1972. 


THE TOTAL tax rate, and the nub- 


sequent tax bill, represents a composite 
of several rates for individual taxing 
bodies. 


Village jobs offered 
to college students 


Buffalo Grove Is looking for eight col- 


lege students to work full-timo in the 
Public Works Department this summer, 
William Davis, public works director 
said yesterday. 


Davis said applications for the posi- 


tions will bo taken until May 25. Students 
must bo at least 18 years old, Davis said. 


Students accepted for the positions will 


work from Juno 4 through Aug. 31. Al- 
though tho village prefers to hire youths 
residing In Buffalo Grove, It will coaslder 
applications from students living else- 
where. Interested students can get appli- 
cations at the village hail, so Raupp 
Blvd. 


The largest increase in rates was In 


the park district portion of the property- 
tax. Tho park district raised its tax rate 
38 per cent, from 26.8 cents last year to 
37 cents per $100 assessed valuation this 
year. 


Stan Crosland, Buffalo Grove park di- 


rector said the Increase was due to a 
$1,250,000 referendum that was passed in 
1971. He said this is the first year the 
referendum will be reflected In the prop- 
erty tax. "The increase shouldn't come 
as a surprise to anyone," he said. 


CROSLAND SAID the extra money will 


be used to finance projects approved In 
the referendum. These include improve- 
ments at Kilmer School, Cooper School, 
Longfellow School, Irving School, Willow 
Stream Park and Emmerich Park. 


The money also will be used to acquire 


land and construct a park in the Cam- 
bridge subdivision, as well as to build a 
museum at the Raupp Memorial site in 
tho Lake County section of the village. 


Tho village portion of the property tax 


Increased 4.2 per cent. Residents lust 
year paid 57 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation as opposed to 59.4 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation last year. 


The tax levy by the Wheeling Public 


Library District decreased this year by 
5.3 per cent. The library district reduced 
Its tax rate from 26.4 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation last year to 25 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation this year. 


School DIst. 21 tax rates decreased 4.3 


per cent, from $3.054 per $100 assessed 
valuation last year to $2.922 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation this year. 


Tho tax rate for High School DIst. 214 


showed a decrease of 2.2 per cent. Resi- 
dents last year paid $2.516 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation compared with $2.452 
per $100 assessed valuation this year. 


The Wheeling Rural Fire Protection 


District tax rote showed a 1.7 per cent 
decrease from 22.4 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation last year as compared 
to 22 cents per $100 assessed valuation 
this year. 


Parley tonight 
on library 
district plan 


A steering committee, formed to dis- 


cuss tho possibility of creating a Vernon 
Township library district, will meet 
tonight to determine when a petition for 
a referendum on the proposal will be 
filed in Lake County Circuit Court. 


Representatives of Vernon Township 


villages and unincorporated areas are 
scheduled to meet at 7:30 at Adlal Ste- 
venson High School. Lake County Buffalo 
Grove Is in that township. 


Buffalo Grove Trustee Jim Shirley and 


High School DIst. 125 Supt. Harold Ban- 
scr will represent Buffalo Grove. 


The tentative boundaries of the pro- 


posed library district would include near- 
ly all of Vernon Township plus the Long 
Grove part of Ela Township. 


According to steering committee chair- 


man, Justin Flshbeln of Long Grove, 100 
signatures will be needed on the petition 
for a referendum. If the court approves a 
referendum, library board members will 
be appointed by the judge. 


Lake County tax 
figures in 2 weeks 


Residents of the Lake County section of 


Buffalo Grove will find out if they will 
have an Increase or a decrease In their 
1972 real estate tax bills in about two 
weeks. 


"We don't have the figures yet, but we 


expect to have them ready sometime in 
the next two weeks," Eugene Bzdawaka, 
deputy Lake County clerk, said yester- 
day. 


Bzdawaka said his office Is a little late 


in releasing tax rates this year because 
state officials delayed In providing them 
with the Lake County capital stock as- 
sessment of local corporations. 


The capital stock assessment of corpo- 


rations in each county is added to the 
assessed valuation of property in the 
county to determine the tax rate for each 
local taxing body. 


Bzdawaka said the Lake County clerk's 


office received the capital stock assess- 
ment last week.

Construction at sites in balance 
Park Dist. to sell $250,000 in bonds 


The Buffalo Grove Park District will 


proceed with the sale of $250,000 on 
bonds as soon as the bonds are approved 
by legal authorities. The district will use 
the money from the bond sale to com- 
plete construction at several park sites. 


The law firm of Chapman and Cutler 


will review the bonds to make sure they 
conform to all'legal requirements before 
park officials advertise for bids on tho 
bonds. Park Board Comr. Dede Arm- 
strong said yesterday the legal review 
could take as long as three weeks. 


The sale of $1,250,000 in bonds was au- 


thorized by park district residents in a 
1971 referendum. Because the assessed 
valuation of park property was not high 
enough to cover the entire bond sale at 
that time, the board sold only $1 million 
In bonds. 


According to state law, a park district 


can issue bonds only for an amount equal 
to IVi pei* cent of the assessed valuation 
of all property in the district. 


IN OTHER BUSINESS at the regular

that cities may not Impose local takeoff 
curfews and that regulation is a federal 
responsibility. 


"I'm not surprised," said Aid. Alan 


Abrams (8th), who pushed adoption of 
DCS Plolncs' airport noise ordinance. 


"The ruling was consistent with other 
court decisions. I'd say the result is 
negative for the dty." 


The court ruling, written by Justice 


William 0. Douglas and involving Bur- 
bank, Calif., said that Congress assigned 
airport regulation to the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration. The court cannot 
"diffuse" the power by allowing city or 
state regulation. 


"If that change is to be made, Con- 


gress must do it," Douglas said. 


BURBANK'S ORDINANCE, adopted in 


1868, banned takeoffs between 1 p.m. and 
7 a.m. Two lower federal courts ruled 
against the city and in support of Lock- 
heed Air Terminal Inc., operator of the 
city airport. 


"This is just another classic case of 


buckpassing," said Abrams, an attorney.

Ivan Melnar looks like a lumberjack 


and indeed he is one. 


Clad in a blue flannel shirt, blue jeans 


and boots, his rugged, swarthy stature 
suggests a life portrait of the old Paul 
Bunyan-style, northern Michigan back- 
woods man — a tradition that has been 
in the Melnar family for generations. 


"I chopped down my first tree when I 


was about six years old," said the 26- 
year-old Melnar Friday, while visiting 
his sister, Mrs. Len demons, 437 Walnut 
Ct, Des Plaines. 


Melnar has felled many a tree near his 


father's small farm about 25 miles east 
of Kscanaba, Mich. 


A physical education major at an Es- 


canaba Community College, Melnar still 
spends a good 40 hours a week in the 
woods. 


AFTER SCHOOL, on the weekends and 


during the summer, he takes his axe and 
Swedish saw searching for the big pine 
and rare white cedars to chop and sell to 
nearby mills, where the trees will be pul- 
ped and made into paper. 


According to Melnar, the days of the 


old lumberjacklng camps in the north 
woods are a thing of the past except for 
a few Canadian Indian lumber gangs still 
in the area. 


Many men, he said still earn a living 


as lumberjacks. Paid on what they pro- 
duce, a good lumberjack can earn $35 to 
$40 per day. 


Automation, he said, has shown itself 


hi the reaches of the backwoods. Many 
woodsmen now use power saws 'to cut 
down trees. "Except for older people like 
my father. He's 73 and still uses a hand 
axe all the time." 


The lumberjack usually rises each day 


before the crack of dawn. "Sometimes I 
sleep late though," he said "and don't 
get up until six in the morning." 


To sustain him through the day's toll, 


he eats a hearty breakfast, the main 
meal of the day, usually consisting of 
whole wheat cereal, wheat'cakes with 
homemade syrup, bacon and eggs. He es- 
timated an-average lumberjack break- 
fast may consist of up to 6,000 calories. 


AS HIS FATHER and grandfather did 


for years before him, he begins the day's 
work chopping trees and splitting rails 
straight through until dusk. 


He may stop in mid-afternoon for a 


short break or to share a morsel of food 
with a hungry deer. 


Melnar said he has never been both- 


ered by a bear white working. "Usually, 
they're just as scared of you as you are 
of them."

DES PLAINES AREA schools, served 


by United Motor Coach and Scholastic

transmission or with emergency exit lad- 
ders in back, but do have padding on 
backs of scats, dual braking systems, 
speed governors and other suggested 
safety features. 


Bailey said the district's buses run 


20,000 bus routes and 400,000 miles each 
school year and have not had a serious 
accident in the 10 years he has managed 
the transportation system. 


"I almost hate to say that," Bailey 


said. "It's one of those things you hope 
will never happen but you know it might 
someday." 


Bailey also said he was dubious about 


the value of having scat belts In school 
buses, partly because of enforcement 
problems and partly because they are 
not needed. 


"We have had cars hit buses and the 


buses are built so strong the driver 
didn't even know they'd been hit," Bailey 
said. "The one situation where scat belts 
might help would be if you were hit by a 
train or a big truck and then I don't 
know how much good it would do."

Paul Bunyan legend lives 
on with this lumberjack

Ivan Mclnar looks like a lumberjack 


and Indeed ho Is one. 


Clad in a blue flannel shirt, blue jeans 


and boots, his rugged, swarthy stature 
suggests a life portrait of the old Paul 
Bunyan-stylc, northern Michigan back- 
woods man — a tradition that has been 
In the Mclnar family for generations. 


"I chopped down my first tree when I 


was about six years old," said the 26- 
year-old Mclnar Friday, while visiting 
his sister, Mrs. Lcn demons, 437 Walnut 
Ct., DCS Plalncs. 


Melnar has felled many a tree near his 


father's small form about 25 miles cast 
of Escanaba, Mich. 


A physical education major at an Es- 


canaba Community College, Mclnar still 
spends a good 40 hours a week In the 
woods. 


AFTER SCHOOL, on the weekends and 


during the summer, he takes his axe and 
Swedish saw searching for the big pine 
and rare white cedars to chop and sell to 
nearby mills, where the trees will be pul- 
ped and made Into paper. 


According to Molnar, the days of the 


old lumberjacklng camps in the north 
woods are a thing of the past except for 
a few Canadian Indian lumber gangs still 
In the area. 


Many men, he said still earn a living 


as lumberjacks. Paid on what they pro- 
duce, a good lumberjack can earn $35 to 
140 per day. 


Automation, he said, has shown itself 


In the reaches of the backwoods. Many 
woodsmen now use power saws to cut 
down trees. "Except for older people like 
my father. He's 73 and still uses a hand 
axe all the time." 


The lumberjack usually rises each day 


before the crack of dawn. "Sometimes 1 
sleep late though," he said "and don't 
get up until six in the morning." 


To sustain him through the day's toll, 


be eats a hearty breakfast, the main 


meal of the day, usually consisting of 
whole wheat cereal, wheat cakes with 
homemade syrup, bacon and eggs. He es- 
timated an average lumberjack break- 
fast may consist of up to 6,000 calories. 


AS HIS FATHER and grandfather did 


for years before him, he begins the day's 
work chopping trees and splitting rolls 
straight through until dusk. 


He may stop in mid-afternoon for a 


short break or to share a morsel of food 
with a hungry deer. 


Mclnar said he has never been both- 


ered by a bear while working. "Usually, 
they're Just as scared of you as you are 
of them." Wolves, and the belligerent 
Michigan Wolverine, he said are rarely 
seen. 


Melnar especially likes to work in the 


cold weather characteristic of northern 
Michigan. "A lot of the trees I cut ore In 
a swampy area. When the ground is soft 
It's almost impossible to get a footing but 
when It's frozen it's more like a cement 
floor." 


IT IS NOT uncommon for Mclnar to 


work an entire day without seeing anoth- 
er person. But if he knows someone is 
near after he has finished chopping a 
tree, the age-old law of the woods still 
applies. He must yell "timber." 


Mclnar says he will live in a log cabin 


he built himself while continuing his 
studies next fall at Northern Michigan 
University. He hopes to teach physical 
education someday. 


"I'm going to enjoy living In the cab- 


in," he said. "It's so rustic and simple." 


While attending college Melnar will not 


be spending as much time lumberjacklng 
as he does now. But there are plenty of 
men who will continue with axe and saw 
as did their ancestors for hundreds of 
years. 


"Some of them may use power tools 


now," he sold, "but the old image will 
never die."

Towns can't cut airplane flights: court

Municipalities' neighboring airports like 


O'Hare lost another round in attempts to 
control take off hours and noise yester- 
day. 


The U.S. Supreme Court ruled, 5 to 4 Abrams (8th), who pushed adoption of 


that cities may not Impose local takeoff 
curfews and that regulation is a federal 
responsibility. 


"I'm 
not surprised," said Aid. Alan 


DCS Plalnes' airport noise ordinance. 
"The ruling was consistent with other 
court decisions. I'd say the result is 
negative for the city." 


The court ruling, written by Justice 


William 0. Douglas and involving 
Bur- 


bank, Calif., said that Congress assigned 
airport regulation to the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration. The court cannot 
"diffuse" the power by allowing city or 
state regulation. 


"If that change is to be made, Con- 


gress must do it," Douglas said. 


BURBANK'S ORDINANCE, adopted in 


1968, banned takeoffs between 1 p.m. and 
7 a.m. Two lower federal courts ruled 
against the city and in support of Lock- 
heed Air Terminal Inc., operator of the 
city airport. 


"This is just another classic case of 


buckpassing," said Abrams, an attorney. 
"In the many conferences 
I've 
at- 


tended, in the meeting with FAA — the 
opinion has been unaimous that the feder- 
al authorities cannot restrict takeoffs at 
O'Hare. Only Chicago can do that." 


The decision is "no solace to people 


who live near airports," he said. 


Airlines want "all privileges, but no 


obligations," Abrams said. 


"The 
only place the federal govern- 


ment has shown interest is Washington 
D.C., which is the home of federal gov- 
ernment," he said. Night flights there are 
prohibited. "Apparently, Washingtonians 
deserve more rest than people In the hin- 
terlands." 


INFLUENCE OF the decision on Des 


Plalnes' anti-noise ordinance "won't be 
clear until we get a copy of the decision. 
The airlines are violating it every day. 
But we're not enforcing it anyway." 


The court decision followed similar rul- 


ings that started in 1966 when a Hemp- 
stead, N.Y. ordinance based on home 
rule power was overturned. The U.S. 
Court of Appeals agreed that federal 
powers pre-empted the local ordinance. 
. A Cook County Circuit Court judge Oct. 
30, 1971 dismissed a suit by five suburbs 
against Chicago and 23 airlines to block 
pollution and noise. 


Des Plaines officials, when discussing 


the anti-noise ordinance, mentioned pos- 
sible court challenges by the airlines. 
The ordinance was passed to "bring 
about some cooperation from the airlines 
and to reduce the noise problems," 
Abrams has said. 


Park Ridge passed a noise ordinance in 


the mid-1960s and threat of its use 
against O'Hare apparently won an air- 
line agreement to avoid night flights over

procedures. 


Palatine village homeowners will be 


paying $7.68 for each $100 assessed valu- 
ation of their homes. For a homo with 
equalized assessed value of $10,000, the 
tax bill will be $768. The 1072 tax rate Is 
approximately 1 per cent higher than 
last year's, which was $7.60, according to

An individual's tax bill is affected by 


two things: his home's assessed valu- 
ation and the tax rate for each governing 
body that affects him.

ments, while the village provides the re- 
maining 70 per cent — or $979,000 — 
through motor fuel taxes. 


The village's attorney, Kenneth 0. Sto- 


neslfer, expressed surprise when the ver- 
dict was returned by the 12-member jury 
following 3V4 hours of deliberation. 


THE ATTORNEY for the 33 property 


owners, James Brandvik, declined com- 
ment. He said he would confer with his 
clients about appealing the verdict. 


The decision in effect sustains the vil- 


lage's argument that the market value of 
the property would go up after the im- 
provements. 


The improvements consist of widening 


Colfax Street from two to four lanes be- 
tween Smith Street and Quentin Road, 
and installing storm sewers, street 
lights, sidewalks, curbs and gutters 
along the seven-block stretch. 


A juror told the Herald that the jury 


felt the road improvements would defi- 
nitely enhance the value of the properties 
fronting on Colfax. 


The testimony of the only witness for 


the property owners, a real estate ap- 
praiser who said that the values would 
remain the same in most instances, was 
discounted as unrealistic, the juror said. 


TWO PROPERTY owners who origi- 


nally contested the assessment, then 
pulled out of the suit last week, the own- 
ers of the Smith Street Apartments and 
the Palatine 
Transportation 
Center, 


apparently will pay less than the amount 
they originally were to pay because of 
the out-of-court settlement. 


Two pieces of property were not as- 


sessed by the jury. Because of the ap- 
praiser's oversight, a house at 270 N. 
Smith St., owned by Leonard A. Ko- 
walski, and a two-story apartment build- 
ing at 306 N. Smith St., owned by Law- 
rence Moore, will not be charged for the 
road improvements. The owners were 
originally assessed to pay $637 and $421 
respectively. 


The three neighboring houses, whose 


assessments were reduced, are owned by 
Wayne N. Peterson, 722 W. Colfax St., 
assessment of $4,228 lowered to $1,400; 
Concha Ramirez, 710 W. Colfax St.,

Municipalities' neighboring airports like 


O'llnro lost another round In attempts to 
control take off hours and noise yester- 
day. 


The U.S. Supremo Court ruled, 5 to 4 


that cities may not Impose local takeoff 
curfews and that regulation Is a federal 
responsibility. 


"I'm not surprised," said Aid. Alan 


Abrams (8lh), who pushed adoption of 
DCS Plaincs' airport noise ordinance. 
"The ruling was consistent with other 
court decisions. I'd say the result Is 
negative for the city." 


The court ruling, written by Justice 


William 0. Douglas and involving Bur- 
bank, Calif., said that Congress assigned 
airport regulation to tho Federal Avia- 
tion Administration. The court cannot 
"diffuse" the power by allowing city or 
state regulation. 


"If that change is to be made, Con- 


gress must do It," Douglas said. 


BUHBANK'S ORDINANCE, adopted in 


1968, banned takeoffs between 1 p.m. and 
7 a.m. Two lower federal courts ruled 
against the city and In support of Lock- 
heed Air Terminal Inc., operator of the 
city airport. 


"This Is just another classic case of 


buckpassing," said Abrams, an attorney. 
"In the many conferences I've at- 
tended, in the meeting with FAA — the 
opinion has been luiaimous that the feder- 
al authorities cannot restrict takeoffs at 
O'Hare. Only Chicago can do that." 


The decision is "no solace to people 


who live near airports," he said. 


Airlines want "all privileges, but no 


obligations," Abrams said. 


"The only place the federal govern- 


ment has shown .Interest is Washington 
D.C., which Is the home of federal gov- 
ernment," he said. Night flights there are 


prohibited. "Apparently, Washingtonians 
deserve more rest than people in the hin- 
terlands." 


INFLUENCE OF the decision on Des 


Plalnes' anti-noise ordinance "won't be 
clear until we get a copy of the decision. 
The airlines are violating it every day. 
But we're not enforcing it anyway." 


The court decision followed similar rul- 


ings that started in 1966 when a Hemp- 
stead, N.Y. ordinance based on home 
rule power was overturned. The U.S. 
Court of Appeals agreed that federal 
powers pre-empted the local ordinance. 


A Cook County Circuit Court Judge Oct. 


30, 1971 dismissed a suit by five suburbs 
against Chicago and 23 airlines to block 
pollution and noise. 


Des Plalnes officials, when discussing 


the anti-noise ordinance, mentioned pos- 
sible court challenges by the airlines. 
The ordinance was passed to "bring 
about some cooperation from the airlines 
and to reduce the noise problems," 
Abrams has said. 


Park Ridge passed a noise ordinance in 


the mid-1960s and threat of its use 
against O'Hare apparently won an air- 
line agreement to avoid night flights over 
the city.

Hoffman Estates trustees will meet to- 


day with representatives of Meridian 
Housing Corp. to continue negotiations 
over zoning of the 497-acre defunct How- 
le-In-Tho-Hills development. 


The zoning discussions that began ear- 


ly this year have continued in closed- 
door meetings because they relate to vil- 
lage Involvement in federal and county 
suits concerning the property. Meridian 
has received federal court approval to 
purchase the property from the receiv- 
ership now holding title to the land and 
other assets of the bankrupt City Savings 
Association of Chicago, the former own- 
er. But the sale Is contingent on the vil- 
lage and Meridian reaching a zoning 
agreement. 


In another development, a negotiations 


progress report by Village Atty. Edward 
Hofcrt, scheduled for yesterday before 
Chief U.S. District Court Judge Edwin 
Robson, has been delayed until Thurs- 
day. 


HOFERT SAID yesterday Robson like- 


ly will be displeased with his report. He 
will tell the judge the village cannot 
grant the zoning, a key to the sale and to 
settlement of the federal and county 
suits, until after public heatings have 
been held on the zoning agreement. The 
hearings cannot-even be scheduled until 
on agreement is reached, and terms of 


the agreement have not yet been deter- 
mined, said Hofert. The village has re- 
ceived a revised plan from Meridian, and 
current negotiations concern aspects of 
the revisions. Details are being withheld 
until the hearings are scheduled. 


Also delayed until Thursday Is presen- 


tation to Judge Robson by Steven Bash- 
wlner, attorney for the federal receiv- 
ership, of a petition listing terms of set- 
tlement between the village, the receiv- 
ership and a group of persons who in- 
vested in special assessment bonds to fi- 
nance public improvements on the prop- 
erty. The Terms, announced two weeks 
ago, provide for reimbursement to the 
bondholders of 85 per cent of the value of 
the bonds, which total about $1.1 million 
In face value, from the proceeds of the 
Howie sale. Meridian Is purchasing the 
subdivision for $5.6 million. 


The bondholders initiated the federal 


suit against the village, claiming it had 
defrauded the courts when it obtained 
approval for the special assessment sale. 
The public improvements already hud 
been installed. Another party in the suits, 
the Teamsters Union Pension Fund, had 
loaned City Savings money to install the 
improvements. It also is to be reim- 
bursed for Its loan from the proceeds of 
Meridian's purchase.

Area man held for stab 
death of wife; mom of 10

Wheeling Township man 
was 


charged with murder late yesterday In 
the stabbing death of his wife, the moth- 
er of 10. 


Cook County Sheriff's Police filed the 


charges against John Smith, 405 Oriole 
Lane, unincorporated Mount Prospect, 
whom they believe stabbed his wife, 
Irene, 53, after a quarrel in their home 
and then stabbed himself. 


Smith, 45, was listed in critical condi- 


tion last night at Northwest Community 
Hospital in Arlington Heights. He has sev 
eral stab wounds in his body, and police 
believe it was done with the same kitch- 
en knife used to kill his wife. She was 
pronounced dead yesterday morning at 
the hospital. 


MAJ. RICHARD Lowthorp of the sher- 


iff's department said Mount Prospect po- 
lice found Mrs. Smith lying on the kitch- 


en floor in the Smith's two-story brick 
home in the unincorporated Prospect 
Meadows i subdivision. The area is just 
north of Kensington Road, east of Pros- 
pect High School. 


Lowthorp said Mrs. Smith had been 


stabbed in the stomach. He said police 
were called to the home about 7:30 a.m. 
by one of the children in the family. 


According to police, there were no wit- 


nesses to the incident. 


Smith, a laborer in the northwest divi- 


sion of the Cook County Forest Preserve 
since 1971, is scheduled to appear in 
Third District Court on May 22. How- 
ever, Lowthorp said he expects the case 
to be continued because of Smith's In- 
juries. 


Smith was taken to the hospital by a 


Mount Prospect Fire Department ambu- 
lance, where he was admitted to the in- 
tensive care unit.

New assessments hold key 
to impact of tax increases

Tho majority of Rolling Meadows 


homeowners may not feel the full effect 
of Increased 1972 real estate tax rates 
announced yesterday because of new as- 
sessments of property in Palatine Town- 
ship. 


Residents will pay an additional 5.6 


cents to 15.8 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation on tax bills this year, depend- 
ing on their home location. 


However, the majority of homeowners 


In Palatine Township may not feel the 
effect of the increases due to lower as- 
sessed values of homes. Homes in Pala- 
tine and Wheeling townships wore reas- 
sessed last year, resulting in small re- 
dictions for most homes, according to 
Wheeling Township Assessor Marshall 
Theroux. 


"The assessments on most new homes, 


under 23 years old, went down while the 
older homes went up," Theroux said. 


REASSESSMENTS ARE based on the 


market value of the house. Formerly as- 
sessments reflected the depreciated cost 
of rebuilding the house. Most reas- 
sessments are about 20 per cent of the 
current market value of a home. 


Homes in Elk Grove Township, located 


south of Central Road, will be reassessed 
this year.

Palatine Township living In the city park 
district will be paying $7.572 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation, or $757.20 in taxes. The 
rate Is almost 1.5 per cent higher than 
lost year's $7.464 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. 


City residents In Palatine Township 


living in the Salt Creek Park District will 
pay $7.340 per $100 assessed valuation or 
$734 for a home assessed at $10,000. The 
figure represents & 1.35 per cent increase 
over last year's $7.242 rate. 


For residents living in the Salt Creek 


Pork District and the Palatine Township 
Fire District, taxes will be up about 1.2 
per cent to $6.964 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. A home with $10,000 equalized as- 
sessed value located in this area will pay 
$696.40 in taxes, as compared to last 
year's figure of about $689.40. 


Rolling Meadows residents in Elk 


Grove Township will be assessed at 
$7.324 per $100 this year, an increase of 
some 15.8 cents per $100 over last year. 
Homes with equalized assessed value of 
$10,000 at this rate will pay about $732.40 
in taxes, or about 2.2 per cent higher 
than last year's $716.60 taxes. 


ALTHOUGH FIGURES show total tax 


rates will Increase, rates for school dis- 
tricts, the taxing bodies, which make up 
the largest portion of the tax bill, all have 
been lowered this year. The decrease in 
Dlst. 15 from $2.526 to $2.460 amounts to 
about 6 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. In Dist. 211, the rate has dropped 
from $2.744 to $2.656 per $100 assessed 
valuation, and in Dlst. 214 from $2.516 to 
$2.452. In Harper College Dist. 512, the 
rate dropped from 20 cents to 19.2 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 


Almost a 4-cent increase in the tax 


rate of the Rolling Meadows Fire Protec- 
tion District was levied. The rate, in ef- 
fect for the last time this year by the fire 
protection district, marks an 8 per cent in 
crease from 40.6 cents per $100 assessed 
last year to 44 cents per $100 assessed 
this year. 


The city formally annexed the fire dis- 


trict as of Jan. 1 this year.

THE ONLY LEVY being collected this 


year by the city is 16 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation for the library board, 
according to City Treasurer Robert Cole. 


The total tax rate is calculated accord- 


big to the sum of tax levies for a number 
of Individual taxing bodies. The rates are 
determined according to levies assessed 
for 1972. 


This year's Increases in Rolling Mead- 


ows are a reverse of last year's rates, 
when taxes decreased slightly from their 
1970 rate. Reductions last year varied 
from $17 to $33 per home based on fig- 
ures for $10,000 assessed homes. 


In Schaumburg Township, taxes will be 


figured at a rate of $8.412 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation, which is 5.6 cents more 
than last year's figure of $8.356. Only the 
Meadow Trace apartment comple> in 
Rolling Meadows is located in Schaum- 
burg Township. 


Tax bills should have been issued at 


the end of March with first payment due 
May 1. Delays in processing resulted, 
however, and the deadline for first pay- 
ment has been extended to July 1.

City welfare d&partinent helps needy

Two months ago Rolling Meadows offi- 


cials became embroiled in a dispute sur- 
rounding a proposed contribution of 
$2,000 to the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter. 


Much of the discussion involved con- 


cerned that the center duplicates services 
already provided by the city welfare de- 
partment. 


The controversy didn't result in the 


money being contribute^ to the center, 
but it did focus some attention on the 
city welfare department, what it does, 
and how Its services compare with those 
of the center. 


Nicholas Schmitt, assistant welfare di- 


rector, said the city welfare office oper- 
ated on a $3,000 budget last year and 
served about 12 hardcore poverty cases, 
Schmitt said. 


THE WELFARE office offers services 


through the Northwest Mental Health As- 
sociation. Tom Jauch, a psychologist, 
helps place residents with retarded chil- 
dren in Clearfarook Center who other- 
wise might not be able to afford it, and 
often gives cash to persons in a state of 
destitution, he said. Legal counseling is 
also provided by City Prosecutor John 
Rafferty. 


Cases have often involved the depart- 


ment finding jobs for unemployed per- 
sons, helping in the cost of high medical 
bills a family might have Incurred 
through serious illness, and providing 
food certificates and holiday food baskets 
to families, according to Schmitt. 


"We try to do everything we can for

people first before referring them to pub- 
lic aid or the township," which has emer- 
gency welfare funds. Schmitt, an assist- 
ant vice president at Bantam Books in 
Des Plalnes, also works to find jobs for 
residents seeking assistance, Including 
jobs for the mentally and physically 
handicapped. 


SCHMITT HAS BEEN assistant wel- 


fare officer for 14 months, he said but his 
work with the needy began many years 
before. His work with the mentally hand- 
'icapped began, "when I watched a kid 
trying to cross a street and he couldn't 
cross. It bothered me. 


"I knew the boy's family and I knew 


he was retarded. If he had a white cane, 
people would have helped him across, 
but this boy's mind was as blind as a 
blind person's eyes." 


He got involved in the city's welfare 


office, because he "was interested in it 
and I felt it was never done properly." 
Part of his interest stemmed from a 


childhood reared in the Depression, he 
says. 


That experience in part instilled a be- 


lief of the importance of a job, he said, 
an overriding concern he feels should be 
emphasized in the welfare department 


"Give a man a job and you give him 


dignity and respect," he says. "Don't 
give him handouts. I'm talking about 
people who really need help. Poor people 
don't have mental care. They don't have 
money and they don't know what to do. 


"We consistently give people money to 


get them out of the hole which the center 
can't do," he says. "We give money for 
medical care, but most important we 
take care of those who have no place else 
logo." 


BECAUSE OF the announced resigna- 


tion effective June 1 of Welfare Dir. Phil- 
lip Prete, Schmitt stands as a possible 
candidate for the department's new di- 
rector. He says he has some ideas on 
what he would do should Mayor Roland 
Meyer ask him to take the position. 


"One of the thugs we must do is ad- 


vertise more. I think a lot of peoole 
might need help," he says. He would also 
like to involve the Chamber of Com- 
merce hi finding jobs for unemployed 
residents. 


"I'd like to see us be able to help kids 


go to school or at least a trade school for 
the kids that don't fit into academics," 
lie adds. 


A substantial increase in the welfare 


budget (from $3,000 to $10,600) doesn't 
mean all the money will be spent, 
Schmitt says. "I hope we don't have to 
expand because I don't like to see people 
who have problems. I don't want to 


spend the money just because it's there." 


He hopes, too, that the city will be able 


to work in cooperation with the center 
and other agencies to aid not only the 
needy but mongoloid children, the aged 
and physically handicapped persons.

A crush of bad news sent investors to 


the sidelines on the New York Stock Ex- 
change and gave the market one of its 
worst losses in three years. The Dow 
Jones average tumbled 18.29, its worst 
daily decline since May 25,1970 when the 
average fell 20.81. It closed at 909.69, its 
lowest since Feb. 8, 1972.

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Supreme Court rules towns can't limit airplane 
takeoffs

Municipalities' neighboring airports like 


O'llare lost another round In attempts to 
control take off hours and noise yester- 
day. 


The U.S. Supreme Court ruled, 5 to 4 


(hat cities may not Impose local takeoff 
curfews and that regulation is a federal 
responsibility. 


"I'm not surprised," said Aid. Alan 


Abrams (8th), who pushed adoption of 
DCS Plolncs' airport noise ordinance. 
"The ruling was consistent with other 
court decisions. I'd say the result Is 
negative for the city." 


The court ruling, written by Justice 


William 0. Douglas and Involving Bur- 
bank, Calif., said that Congress assigned 
airport regulation to the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration. The court cannot 
"diffuse" the power by allowing city or 
state regulation. 


"If that change Is to be made, Con- 


gress must do it," Douglas said. 


BURBANK'S ORDINANCE, adopted In 


1968, banned takeoffs between 1 p.m. and 
7 a.m. Two lower federal courts ruled 
against the city and in support of Lock- 
heed Air Terminal Inc., operator of the 
city airport. 


"This is just another classic case of 


buckpasslng," said Abrams, an attorney. 
"In the many conferences I've at- 
tended, in the meeting with FAA — the 
opinion has been unaimous that the feder- 
al authorities cannot restrict takeoffs at 
O'Hare. Only Chicago can do that." 


The decision is "no solace to people 


who live near airports," he said. 


Airlines want "all privileges, but no 


obligations," Abrams said. 


"The only place the federal govern- 


ment has shown interest is Washington 
D.C., which is the home of federal gov- 
ernment," he said. Night flights there are 


prohibited. "Apparently, Washingtonians 
deserve more rest than people in the hin- 
terlands." 


INFLUENCE OF the decision on Des 


Plaines' anti-noise ordinance "won't be 
clear until we get a copy of the decision. 
The airlines are violating it every day. 
But we're not enforcing it anyway." 


The court decision followed similar rul- 


ings that' started in 1966 when a Hemp- 
stead, N.Y. ordinance based on home 
rule power was overturned. The U.S. 
Court of Appeals agreed that federal 
powers pre-empted the local ordinance. 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge Oct. 


30, 1971 dismissed a suit by five suburbs 
against Chicago and 23 airlines to block 
pollution and noise. 


Des Plaines officials, when discussing 


the anti-noise ordinance, mentioned pos- 
sible court challenges by the airlines. 
The ordinance was passed to "bring 
about some cooperation from the airlines 
and to reduce the noise problems," 
Abrams has said. 


Park Ridge passed a noise ordinance in 


the mid-1960s and threat of its use 
against O'Hare apparently won an air- 
line agreement to avoid night flights over 
the city.

Hoffman Estates trustees will meet to- 


day with representatives of Meridian 
Housing Corp. to continue negotiations 
over zoning of the 497-acre defunct How- 
ic-In-Thc-Hllls development. 


The zoning discussions that began ear- 


ly this year have continued In closed- 
door meetings because they relate to vil- 
lage involvement In federal and county 
suits concerning the property. Meridian 
has received federal court approval' to 
purchase the property from the receiv- 
ership now holding title to the land and 
of er assets of the bankrupt City Savings 
Association of Chicago, the former own- 
er. But the sale is contingent on the vll- 
logo and Meridian reaching a zoning 
agreement. 


In another development, a negotiations 


progress report by Village Atty. Edward 
Hofert, scheduled for yesterday before 
Chief U.S. District Court Judge Edwin 
Robson, has been delayed until Thurs- 
day. 


HOFERT SAID yesterday Robson like- 


ly will be displeased with his report. He 
will tell the judge the village cannot 
grant (lie zoning, a key to the sale and to 
settlement of the federal and county 
suits, until after public hearings have 
been held on the zoning agreement. The 
hearings cannot even be scheduled until 
an agreement is reached, and terms of 
the agreement have not yet been deter- 
mined, said Hofert. The village has re- 
ceived a revised plan from Meridian, and 
current negotiations concern aspects of 
the revisions. Details are being withheld 
until the hearings are scheduled. 


Also delayed until Thursday is presen- 


tation to Judge Robson by Steven Bash- 
wlncr, attorney for the federal rcccfv- 
crshlp, of a petition listing terms of set- 
tlement between the village, the receiv- 
ership and a group of persons who In- 
vested In special assessment bonds to fi- 
nance public Improvements on the prop- 
erty. The Terms, announced two weeks 
ago, provide for reimbursement to the 
bondholders of 83 per cent of the value of 
the bonds, which total about $1.1 million 
In face value, from the proceeds of the 
Howie sale. Meridian is purchasing the 
subdivision for $5.6 million. 


The bondholders initiated the federal 


suit against the village, claiming it hnd 
defrauded the courts when it obtained 
approval for the special assessment sale. 
The public improvements already had 
been Installed. Another party In the suits, 
the Teamsters Union Pension Fund, had 
loaned City Savings money to Install the 
Improvements. It also is to be reim- 
bursed for Its loan from the proceeds of 
Meridian's purchase.

Schaumburg tax 
falls; Hoffman 
Estates' rises 


Taxes arc up slightly for most resi- 


dents of Hoffman Estates and down 
slightly for most Schaumburg home- 
owners, according to figures released yes- 
terday by the county. 


Tax bills In Hoffman Estates will be up 


less than one per cent over last year with 
a tax rate of $8.75 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation for the part of the village in 
Schaumburg Township. 


A home with a $10,000 equalized as- 


sessed valuation will have a $875 tax bill, 
about $7.20 more than last year. 


In the Village of Schaumburg, tax bills 


will be down about 2 per cent from last 
year with this year's tax rate set at $7.38 
per $100 assessed valuation. A Schaum- 
burg home with a $10,000 equalized as- 
sessed valuation will receive a $736 tax 
bill, about $15.60 less than last year. 


TUB INCREASE in Hoffman Estates 


is due to additional tax for garbage ser- 
vice levied by the village. This, however, 
will be counteracted July 15 when the 
village stops Individual billing of resi- 
dents for garbage service. 


The full cost of garbage service now 


becomes deductible for Income tax pur- 
poses, and consequently less expensive in 


Firemen's union 
showdown looms 


A showdown is expected Wednesday 


over the question of recognition of a fire- 
fighters' union in Hoffman Estates. 


Uuion representatives will meet with 


trustees of the Hoffman Estates Fire Pro- 
tection District in an effort to settle the 
two-year-old recognition Issue. The ses- 
sion will precede the regularly scheduled 
board meeting. 


Firefighter Richard Cordova, president 


of Local 2061, International Association 
of Firefighters, AFL-CIO, predicted the 
showdown if district trustees do not rec- 
ognize the union. 


Cordova hinted that the union, which 


represents 18 of the district's 10 full-time 
firefighters, may be prepared to bring 
charges against one of the senior officers 
in the district if it is not recognized. 


Cordova refused to reveal to what the 


charges might pertain or which officer 
would be named. 


The district has been embroiled In the 


union controversy since 1071, .but fire- 
fighters have become more vocal on tho 
matter In recent months. 


In March, off-duty firemen and their 


families picketed the district for one day 
In an effort to increase public Interest In 
the union matter. 


After the protest, the district instituted 


several changes, Including hiring addi- 
tional men and improving the training 
program. Both items were among the de- 
mands made by the union in its call for 
Improved working conditions. 


Cordova said the union will also play 


host to representatives of 25 area union- 
ized fire departments at the Hllidale Res- 
taurant this week. 


He said the meeting is sponsored by

Environment, mental health top issues 


Environmental concerns and mental 


health got top attention, but the least 
amount of money when the Hoffman Es- 
tates village officials Monday decided 
how to spend $110,000 of federal revenue 
sharing funds. 


Although the expenditure was a paper 


exercise as part of Youth in Government 
Day for James B. Conant High School 
students, the student officials made 
known where their priorities lie. 


Student counterparts of every village 


office, commission, committee, school 
district office, elected administrative of- 
fices and park district offices, took over 
the village Monday. After a briefing and 
tour of the village, the students took over 
the Jobs and later participated in a mock 
village board session. 


Their task was to decide priorities and 


develop a program of expenditures for 
$110,000 of funds, the village's share of 
revenue sharing funds. 


AT A COMMITTEE meeting before the 


board session the student trustees put the 
student village manager, Richard Larson 
through a grilling session to find out why 
he supported certain priorities. When 
Larson didn't come up with answers the 
student trustees liked, they reminded 
him he could be fired. 


Larson accepted the fact that his rec- 


ommendations to cut appropriations for 
the public works and police department 
were not popular with his fellow students 
but told them, "you're paying me for my 
opinion so you'll get it whether it's a pop- 
ular opinion or not." 


He said, "It is your decision, but you 


should spend the money where the people 
will see it." • 


During the mock board meeting, the 


six student trustees found out that a resi- 
dent held the same club over them when 
they came up with a proposal that wasn't 
popular. 


THE STUDENT trustees and those in

Village delays 
approval for 
hospital plan 


Endorsement of a plan by American 


Medlcorp, Inc. (AMI) to construct a hos- 
pital in Hoffman Estates was delayed by 
the village board last night. Trustees 
were concerned over a commitment in 
the endorsement resolution to aid in "im- 
plementation, construction and operation" 
of the facility. 


Several trustees questioned the mean- 


ing of the phrase and when it could not 
be defined for them, Mayor Virginia 
Hayter suggested waiting a week to take 
action. Trustee William Cowin had pro- 
posed deleting the phrase but Mrs. Hay- 
ter felt the board should hear AMI repre- 
sentatives before doing that 


In another session of the resolution, the 


board would have stated belief the AMI 
facilities "will better serve the Imme- 
diate and future health needs of the resi- 
dents of Hoffman Estates than existing 
or presently planned facilities." The only 
other planned facility in Schaumburg 
township is a branch hospital for which 
state licensing has been granted, to be 
constructed 
by 
Rush-Presbyterlan-St. 


Luke's of Chicago. The branch is to be 
built on Schaumburg Road west of Bar- 
rington Road. 


AMI HOPES TO apply in July for state 


licensing for their facility to be located 
on the Robin Construction Co. site west 
of Harrington Road and south of Hlggins. 


The village board last night received a 


letter of intent from Robin stating the 
firm is seriously negotiating for sale of 
the land to AMI and anticipates no prob- 
lems which would Interfere with the sale. 


Another barrier apparently stands in 


the way of board endorsement of the 
AMI plan. Village Atty. Edward Hofert 
said last night a public hearing would be 
called prior to endorsement, if a zoning 
change is required. While the property 
currently has a zoning classification that 
permits hospitals, the facilities must be 
built under special use permits. Such 
permits generally are not granted with- 
out public hearings. 


MRS. HAYTER reported that in the 


week since AMI first outlined its plan to 
the board, she has been approached by 
four other potential hospital builders. 
None of these has detailed plans similar 
to AMI's. Two of these potential-builders 
were groups of doctors. One was similar 
to AMI, and the fourth was a young man 
inquiring about board requirements for 
any hospital, she said. 


Mrs. Hayter suggested part of the 


board's commitment, if it endorses' the 
AMI,plan, woulc' be to begin drilling a 
well in nearby property. The well is in 
the village's plan for future water sys- 
tems development, but its installation has 
not yet been scheduled. 


Details of the AMI proposal revealed 


last week by Richard Vogle, land 'devel- 
opment consultant for the firm, and Ger- 
ald Humphreys, company director of de- 


• velopment, included an estimated $6 mil- 
lion cost for the 200-to 300-bed facility. 
AMI operates 34 hospitals in the coastal 
areas of the United States on a profit- 
making basis. Humphreys said surplus 
profits are used for faculty expansion 
and personnel training. 


The plan was developed after studies

Supreme Court rules towns can't limit airplane 
takeoffs 


by AL MESSERSCHMIDT 


Municipalities' neighboring airports like 


O'Harc lost another round In attempts to 
control toko off hours and noise yester- 
day. 


The U.S. Supremo Court ruled, 5 to 4 


that cities may not impose local takeoff 
curfews and that regulation Is a federal 
responsibility. 


"I'm not surprised," said Aid. Alan 


Abrams (8th), who pushed adoption of 
DCS Plalncs' airport noise ordinance. 
"The ruling was consistent with other 
court decisions. I'd soy the result Is 
negative for the city." 


The court ruling, written by Justice 


William 0. Douglas and Involving Bur- 
bank, Calif., said that Congress assigned 
airport regulation to the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration. The court cannot 
"diffuse" the power by allowing city or 
state regulation. 


"If that chunge is to be made, Con- 


gress must do It," Douglas said. 


BURBANK'S ORDINANCE, adopted in 


1968, banned takeoffs between 1 p.m. and 
7 a.m. Two lower federal courts ruled 
against the city and in support of Lock- 
heed Air Terminal Inc., operator of the 
city airport. 


"This is Just another classic case of 
buckpassing," said Abrams, an attorney. 
"In the many conferences I've at- 
tended, in the meeting with FAA — the 
opinion has been unaimous that the feder- 
al authorities cannot restrict takeoffs at 
O'Hare. Only Chicago can do that." 


The decision is "no solace to people 


who live near airports," he said. 


Airlines want "all privileges, but no 


obligations," Abrams said. 


"The only place the federal govern- 


ment has shown Interest is Washington 
D.C., which is the home of federal gov- 
ernment," he said. Night flights there are 


prohibited. "Apparently, Washlngtonians 
deserve more rest than people in the hin- 
terlands." 


INFLUENCE OF the decision on DCS 


Plaines' anti-noise ordinance "won't be 
clear until we get a copy of the decision. 
The airlines are violating it every day. 
But we're not enforcing it anyway." 
. 


The court decision followed similar rul- 


ings that started in 1966 when a Hemp- 
stead, N.Y. ordinance based on home 
rule power was overturned. The U.S. 
Court of Appeals agreed that federal 
powers pre-empted the local ordinance. 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge Oct. 


30,1971 dismissed a suit by five suburbs 
against Chicago and 23 airlines to block 
pollution and noise. 


Des Plaines officials, when discussing 


the anti-noise ordinance, mentioned pos- 
sible court challenges by the airlines. 
The ordinance was passed to "bring 
about some cooperation from the airlines 
and to reduce the noise problems," 
Abrams has said. 


Park Kidge passed a noise ordinance in 


the. mid-1960s and threat of Its use 
against O'Hare apparently won an air- 
line agreement to avoid night flights over 
the city.

governmental units in the area. Mayor 
Robert 0. Atcher hopes to appoint com- 
mittee members next Tuesday night. 


Five persons have tentatively accepted 


appointments to the Intergovernmental 
coordination committee, Atcher said yes- 
terday. They now are reviewing personal 
commitments to be sure they can partici- 
pate, he said. Because many of the other 
governmental units meet during the busi- 
ness day, committee membership could 
interfere with job activities, he said. 


Names of all appointees may be an- 


nounced at next week's meeting, said At- 
cher. 


The committee Is to increase commu- 


nication between the village board and 
other agencies ranging from local' to 
state units. Each member would be as- 
signed to represent views of the village 
at meetings or hearings of the agencies 
and report to the village on activities in 
which local officials have an Interest. 


AMONG AGENCIES to which the 


village would delegate 
representatives 


are the Northwest Mosquito Abatement 
District, the Schaumburg Township Board 
of Auditors, the boards of education of lo- 
cal school districts, the Metropolitan Sani 
tary District and the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners. 


Atcher said he hopes the village and 


other agencies will 'work together to 
have as near complete understanding as 
possible" of the attitudes of each govern- 
mental unit and the reasons behind their 
opinions. Each agency should benefit by 
having a more clear knowledge of village 
programs, and the village will gain more 
information on plans of the other groups, 
Atcher suggested. 


The committee was restricted to only 


seven members to prevent its becoming 
unwieldy, said Atcher, who commented 
larger groups often have difficulty reach- 
ing decisions. Atcher said the proposed 
members of the committee are profes- 
sional persons, rather than businessmen. 
Once they have all been named, they will 
select their own chairman, said Atcher. 


NO VILLAGE trustee will sit on the 


committee. Atcher said he had not "gone 
into" the legal status of the committee, 
but was proposing the terms of members 
would expire at the same time as his 
term as major, April 1975. Appointments 
will be made by the mayor, subject to 
consent of the village board, he said. 


The committee will relieve Atcher of 


some responsibility for following every 
activity of each of the other govern- 
mental agencies. But he said he expects 
to continue attending some meetings of 
the other groups when matters signifi- 
cant to village residents are under con- 
sideration. Atcher also said he will not 
have as much concern about action being 
taken on such matters without his being 
notified. 


Atcher plans to attend at least the first 


meeting of each agency after a represen- 
tative is selected, to introduce the new 
committee member to the people with 
whom he will be working. He also will 
brief the members on village activities, 
positions and plans for the future.

Drive against 
vandalism gains 
momentum 


Efforts to cut down on vandalism on 


school and park district property In the 
Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg area 
have been stepped up dramatically. 


At least two agencies, Schaumburg 


School Dist. 54 and the Schaumburg 
Park District, are giving careful consid- 
eration to hiring off-duty police officers 
to patrol their property. 


Area officials also have scheduled a 


May 23 meeting at Dist. 54 offices to dis- 
cuss the possibility of establishing a 
corps of volunteer observers to watch 
schools and parks for potential vandals. • 


Representatives from the Hoffman Es- - 


tales and Schaumburg park districts and 
police departments probably will attend . 
the sessions. 


The observers' group has been pro- 


posed by Dist 54 board of education mem 
ber Jerry Spatz. 


"We cannot ignore this problem any- • 


more," Spatz said recently. He has pro- 
posed the observer program in the past, 
but this is the first effort to put it in 
action. 


SPATZ HOPES to attract volunteers 


who would watch public property and 
contact police If any vandalism occurred. 
They would not be asked to detain or 
pursue vandals, he said. 


The increased concern over vandalism 


follows a sharper rise than Is normal for 
spring in reports to police of criminal 
damage to property in both villages. 


Several schools have been broken Into 


and ransacked in recent weeks and 
equipment has been stolen. 


Vandalism has also been reported In 


area parks. 


Spatz said the school district annually 


spends more than $15,000 to replace bro- 
ken windows. 


He added similar patrols used by at 


least one Chicago high school parent's 
group have contributed to a major drcp 
in vandalism problems. 


"OUR GOAL is not to persecute these 


kids, but to eliminate the possibility that 
we may have to prosecute them," Spatz 
said. 


Plans to hire off-duty police officers In 


the Schaumburg park district have not 
been finalized, although park officials 
have discussed the proposal with police. 


Police also have noted that vandalism 


has increased to private property in the 
area. Dozens of reports of lawns dam- 
aged by autos and windows shot out with 
air rifles have been received, police said. 


Hoffman Estates trustees will meet to- 


day with representatives of Meridian 
Housing Corp. to continue negotiations 
over zoning of the 497-acre defunct How- 
Ie-In-The-Hllb development. 


The zoning discussions that began ear-

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Tax rate now 91.4 cents per $100 here 
County 'mistake' will 
cost taxpayers $420,000

Mount Prospect taxpayers will have to 


come up with $420.000 In real estate 
taxes this year that the village does not 
want and did not ask for. 


The mistake was realized when the 


1572 tax rates were announced yesterday 
by Cook County Clerk Stanley Kuspcr's 
office, showing the village's portion of 
the tax bills up 53.4 per cent. 


The new village tax rate of 91.4 cents 


per $100 assessed valuation will yield 
91,772,177 in tax money to the village, de- 
spite the village board's request for only 
$1,331,682 by resolution on Sept. 12,1972. 
The tax rate last year was 59.6 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. 


Mayor Robert Telchcrt said the error 


was a technical problem that resulted 
from a bank loan of $415,000 (plus Inter- 
est) that the village approved Nov. 21, 
1972 — after the village levy had been 
submitted. 


The loan was taken out to make Imme- 


diate Improvements in the village water 
system, and was to be paid back by reve- 
nue from Increased water rates. 


The bank would not accept anticipated 


revenue as a basis for the loan, but state 
laws allowed the village to approve a 
levy as collateral. Telchert said the loan 


is being paid off from the revenues, as 
expected and the extra levy should never 
have been used. It existed only on paper. 


In the levy "request" for the extra 


money, Telchert said there were specific 
instructions to the county that the 
$420,000 should not be added If the Sep- 
tember levy — $1.35 million — was larg- 
er. The September levy was obviously 
•larger, so the money was not needed, 
and the bank was still legally satisfied. 


The mistake may have been made, 


Tclchort said, because the clerk's office 
looked at the .00 balance for the corpo- 
rate fund, instead of the entire levy, and 
determined that .00 was not larger than 
$420,000. Teichert said the .00 figure is 
there because the village allocates Its 
funds to specific accounts in its budget. 


But a county clerk's office spokesman 


said yesterday that there was nothing 
stating the loan was not to be applied to 
the tax bills, so it was. 


"It's an error. We don't even need the 


money and we certainly didn't intend to 
have residents pay for it," Telchert said. 
"I was worried at the time that some- 
thing like this might happen." 


Telchert said that legal advisers, in- 


cluding Louis Ancel, assured him there 
would be no problem. Ancel is a noted 


Tax bills to be lower 
in Prospect Heights

Tax bills for 1972 for most Prospect 


Heights residents ore expected to de- 
crease slightly, according to tax rates re- 
leased yesterday by Cook County Clerk 
Stanley J. Kusper. 


Most Prospect Heights residents will 


pay $9.780 per $100 assessed valuation or 
$078 for a house with equalized assessed 
value of $10,000, compared with last 
year's $10.444 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. This rate applies to residents who 
live In School Dlst. 23, the Prospect 
Heights Park District, the Old Town San- 
itary District, the Prospect Heights Rur- 
al Fire Protection District and the Pros- 
pect Heights Public Library District. 


The bills are expected to go down be- 


cause the tax rote and most home as- 
sessments have decreased, according to 
Whelclng Township Assessor. Marshall 
Thcroux. He said lost year's quadrennial 
assessment In Wheeling Township gener- 
ally resulted in a decreased assessment 
for homes 25 years old or newer, while 
assessed valuation for older homes in- 
creased. 


TAX 
RATES OF most Prospect 


Heights taxing bodies decreased because 
the entire assessed valuation of the town- 
ship went up. The largest decrease oc- 
curred In School Dlst. 23, where the rate 
dropped 30 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation compared to last year. The 1972 
rate Is $2.80 per $100. 


According to Business Mgr. James 


Hendran, the lower rate is the result of 
an increase in assessed property valu- 
ation In the district plus an elimination 
and reduction of several of the school 
fund levies. 


Prospect Heights residents who live in 


Dlst. 23 but also live in the Country Gar- 
dens Sanitary District will pay $9.702 per 
$100 assessed valuation this year or $970 
for a house assessed at $10,000. This Is an 
approximate 4 per cent decrease over 
last year, although the tax rate for the 
sanitary district went up from .374 to 
.510. 


MYRON HEIMERLE, president of the 


district, said costs have not Increased 
But he expects that successful efforts by 
some residents in the district to get their 
house assessments lowered caused the 
rate to rise. 


Individual tax rates per $100 assessed 


valuation for the Prospect Heights area 
are: Prospect Heights Park District 
$.224; Prospect Heights Sanitary Dis- 
trict, $.490; Old Town Sanitary District,

Husband held 
for stabbing

Meadows subdivision. The area Is just 
north of Kensington Road, east of Pros- 
pect High School. 


Lowthorp said Mrs. Smith had been 


stabbed in the stomach. He said police 
were called to the home about 7:30 a.m. 
by one of the children hi the family. 


According to police, there were no wit- 


nesses to the incident. 


Smith, a laborer In the northwest divi- 


sion of the Cook County Forest Preserve 
since 1971, is scheduled to appear in 
Third District Court on May 22. How- 
ever, Lowthorp said he expects the case 
to be continued because of Smith's In- 
juries. 


Smith was taken to the hospital by a 


Mount Prospect Fire Department ambu- 
lance, where he was admitted to the in- 
tensive care unit.

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Supreme Court rules towns can't limit airplane 
takeoffs

Municipalities' neighboring airports like 


O'Hnre lost another round In attempts to 
control take off hours and noise yester- 
day. 


The U.S. Supreme Court ruled, 5 to 4 


that cities may not impose local takeoff 
curfews and that regulation is a federal 
responsibility. 


"I'm not surprised," said Aid. Alan 


Abrams (8th), who pushed adoption of 
DCS Plalncs' airport noise ordinance. 
"The ruling was consistent with other 
court decisions. I'd say the result is 
negative for the city." 


The court ruling, written by Justice 


William 0. Douglas and involving Bur- 
bank, Calif., said that Congress assigned 
airport regulation to the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration. The court cannot 
"diffuse" the power by allowing city or 
state regulation. 


"If that change is to be made, Con- 


gress must do it," Douglas said. 


BURBANK'S ORDINANCE, adopted in 


1968, banned takeoffs between 1 p.m. and 
7 a.m. Two lower federal courts ruled 
against the city and in support of Lock- 
heed Air Terminal Inc., operator of the 
city airport. 


"This is just another classic case of 


buckpassing," said Abrams, an attorney. 
"In the many conferences I've at- 
tended, In the meeting with FAA — the 
opinion has been unalmous that the feder- 
al authorities cannot restrict takeoffs at 
O'Hare. Only Chicago can do that." 


The decision is "no .solace to people 


who live near airports," he said. 


Airlines want "all privileges, but no 


obligations," Abrams said. 


"The only place the federal govern; 


ment has shown interest is Washington 
D.C., which is the home of federal gov- 
ernment," he said. Night flights there are 


prohibited. "Apparently, Washingtonians 
deserve more rest than people In the hin- 
terlands." 


INFLUENCE OF the decision on Des 


Plaines' anti-noise ordinance "won't be 
clear until we get a copy of the decision. 
The airlines are violating it every day. 
But.we're not enforcing it anyway." 


The court decision followed similar rul- 


ings that started in 1966 when a Hemp- 
stead, N.Y. ordinance based on home 
rule power was overturned. The U.S. 
Court of Appeals agreed that federal 
powers pre-empted the local ordinance. 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge Oct. 


30, 1971 dismissed a suit by five suburbs 
against Chicago and 23 airlines to block 
pollution and noise. 


Des Plaines officials, when discussing 


the anti-noise ordinance, mentioned pos- 
sible court challenges by the airlines. 
The ordinance was passed to "bring 
about some cooperation from the airlines 
and to reduce the noise problems," 
Abrams has said. 


Park Ridge passed a noise ordinance in 


the mid-1960s and threat of its use 
against O'Hare apparently won an air- 
line agreement to avoid night flights over 
the city.

question like that. But not Zschach. Hav- 
ing dealt with kids' questions for almost 
a decade, it takes more than a simple 
question to upset him. 


"I try to be honest," Zschach says of 


his discussions with the fifth and sixth- 
grade students at Fairvlew School. He 
meets with them for a "rap" session ev- 


ery week. "I just tell them that I 'know 
the difference between a cop and a pig 
and I leave the understanding with 
them." 
'Zschach goes to Fairview for an h'our 
and a half every Tuesday to talk with 
students about anything, from why he 
doesn't wear his police uniform when 
he's on duty to why we have the atom 
bomb. 


"They ask me questions they will not 


asks their parents," Zschach says of the 
students. "We go into abortion and ev- 
erything. Our whole shot is a matter of 
getting in good relationships." 


Rep. Chapman proposes 
bill to aid home buyers 


The disclosure of information aimed at 


protecting new home buyers will be cov- 
ered in a bill proposed by State Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights. 


There are people who go out to buy a 


first home who need protection assuring 
they understand what schools their chil- 
dren will attend and whether the house is 
on a flood plain, said Mrs. Chapman. 
Some people don't even know what a 
flood plain is, she added. 


Her proposed legislation, House Bill 


1687, is co-sponsored by Representatives 
Donald Totten, R-Hoffman Estates, and 
Richard Mugalian, D-Palatlne. It will be 
up for consideration by the Illinois House 
of 
Representatives 
Registration 
and 


Regulations Committee. 


The proposal will be known as the 


"Residential Housing Disclosure Act." It 
is the first major legislation of its type 
covering single-family homes, she said. 


MRS. CHAPMAN said she was en- 


couraged to sponsor the legislation be- 
cause of a series of articles in The Her- 
ald and because of interest for the need 
of legislation protecting people buying 
new houses. 


In a presentation today, Mrs. Chapman 


said she will seek the support of people 
from the area and has an indication Ca- 
rol Johnson 
of Schaumburg's Tlm- 


bercrest subdivision may appear to testi- 
fy on needs of passage of the act. 


Mrs. Chapman also encourages people 


write to their representatives if they 
agree legislation is needed. 


"We're trying to make sure of getting 


it passed in this session," she said, add- 
ing, "I think it's needed now." 


"If the bill has to wait until the legisla- 


ture's next session for passage, there will 
be thousands of people in the state buy- 
ing new homes without the protections it 
offers," she added. 


THE BILL requires the developers of 


subdivisions with 10 or more homes to 
provide information on what type of land 
conditions exist on and around the prop- 
erty where the house is located. 


It also requires an explanation of the 


adequacy of storm and sanitation sewer 
facilities and the proximity of the house 
to all public, shopping and church facil- 
ities. 


Also significant, said Mrs. Chapman, is 


the requirement developers inform the 
buyer of zoning on nearby land and of 
any nearby utility easements. 


This would prevent a salesman telling 


someone a park will be located where an 
apartment complex is planned, she 
added. 


MRS. CHAPMAN said the intention of 


the bill is to give protection to home buy- 
ers both before and after the closing of 
the contract. 


Another major feature of the bill is 


.protection for a homeowner going to 
court to get satisfaction from a developer 
who hasn't lived up to the contract, she 
said. 


The bill makes the developer respon- 


sible for any legal cost the homeowner 
faces In the suit. 


ZSCHACH ALSO tries to alert students 
to what they should do if they are in- 
volved In a police problem. "Today I got 
wind that a couple of girls were having a 
couple of boys bothering them in a car 
and I have to get at it kind of in- 
directly," he says. 


During the rap session later, Zschach 


shows what a subtle investigator he real- 
ly is. 


Before he gets to the subject, he dis- 


cusses several other things to catch the 
girls' interest. 
. As he enters the room, Zschach greets 
the girls, then shows them a machete, a 
souvenir Filipino war knife that he's 
brought with him. 


"They use it for cutting people and 


snakes and pineapple and everything 
else," Zschach quips. 


The girls cringe. 
"THIS IS A deadly weapon," he says. 


Then he relates how "tough guys" some- 
times use knives to defend themselves in 
fights. "The funny thing about it is it's 
always about some chick," he says illus- 
trating his own tough guy stance. 
"That's my girl and you leave her alone, 
they say. And if they're smart they leave 
her alone. That's what's called using 
your noodle," he chuckles. 


Zschach then shows the girls a drug 


identification kit, answers questions 
about how much money he makes each 
week and whether his wife likes his 
being a policeman. Finally, he gets to 
the subject he's really interested in. 


"Let's see how smart you kids are," he 


begins. "We had some guy cruising the 
schools trying to pick up chicks. If you 
have seen anybody, gals, who is cruising 
who is not looking right to you, tell some-

Then, sud- 
denly, he's engulfed by a fresh flock of 
raised hands, begging for more time. 


"Oh, please," one girl sighs as Zschach 


gives in to one last question. "All right, 
the last one," he says. He answers it 
quickly. Then, he is gone for another 
Tuesday. 


ZSCHACH, WHO has been a policeman 


for more than IB years, has been dealing 
with youths and their problems for 1C 
years. He came up with the idea of the 
rap session several months ago and 
asked Cyril Kozel, principal at Fairview 
School, whether he was interested. 


Kozel jumped at the opportunity and 


Zschach has been coming to the school 
ever since. 


The first tune he entered a rap session, 


he had no idea what he would talk about. 
"I went in cold," he said. But he wasn't 
at a loss for words. "I asked them why 
they thought their school had less van- 
dalism than the other schools. They told 
me it was because they respected their 
school. They like the teachers and they 
like the principal." 


Since that first session, the students 


have opened up on many subjects, 
Zschach said. "Whatever they want to 
know, I want to answer," he said. 


His rapport with students has in- 


creased also. "I'm finding it's really pay- 
ing off. Every time I go in they open up 
more." 


ONE OF THE REASONS for the stu- 


dents' open attitude, Zschach feels, is 
that they know he doesn't go back and 
tell teachers what he hears. 


The whole point of the rap sessions, he 


feels, is not to catch the kids doing 
wrong. "We're interested more in pre- 
vention. That's the name of the game," 


' he said. 


As a fringe benefit, the students are 


also finding out the real difference be- 
tween a "pig" and a cop. "They're find- 
ing out that we're quite human," said 
Zschach.

The following example illustrates how 


reassessment will wind up producing 
lower property tax bills this year for 
many Arlington Heights homeowners.

But for many residents with 
homes that are less than 25 years old, 
decreased tax rates and a lowered as- 
sessment should produce tax savings.

Growth of weeds in village 


may be cutting problem

Arlington 
Heights 
property 


owners would be well advised to 
keep an eye on the growth of 
their grass this year. If it tops a 
foot-ruler, cut it. 


If the weeds and grasses are 


one foot or more in height, you're 
in violation of village ordinance 
Chapter 19, sec. 19-301, and 
Frank Charlton, village health di- 
rector, will see to It that those 
weeds are cut. 


The ordinance defines the gras- 


sy violators as being over 12 
inches in height. The owner, les- 
see or agent of the land is re- 
sponsible not only for the vegeta- 
tion on the land, but also to the 
middle of the alley or 10 feet 
from the property line where 
there is no curb/ " 


The present law was enacted In 


November 1971. The old ordi- 
nance said weeds had to be cut 
twice a year. There was nothing 
to prevent an owner from mow- 
ing his lot twice the same day the 
snow melted and then letting the 
weeds have the run of the place 
the rest of the summer. 


THIS SPRING'S record rains 


may produce a bumper crop on 
vacant lots and the health de- 
partment has already received 19 
complaints. 


Last year, 157 weed control 


violations were processed. 


"The problem is with the va- 


cant lots, especially the ones 
with absentee owners, the ones in 
Florida or Long Island. I know 
we'll get calls from neighbors 
complaining about the house next 
door, but those are usually cor- 
rected with just a phone call. Our 


real problems come -from the 
vacant lots," Charlton said. 


The problems raised for the 


village will eventually be borne 
by the owner. 


If the owner refuses to cut the 


weeds after notification by the 
village, the weeds are cut for 
him and he will be billed. 


The cutting is done by a pri- 


vate firm, which then bills the 
village. 


If the owner still ignores the 


billing, a lien will be placed on 
the property. 


All the costs incurred in the 


lien filing procedures will be paid 
for by the owner when it comes 
time to clear the title. 


ONE CASE LAST year cost the 


negligent owner more than a 100 
per cent increase in the cost of 
weed control. An $18 cutting bill 
was a $37.10 tab when all the le- 
gal fees ware totaled. The extra 
$19.10 included the cost of the 
title search, lien filing and clear- 
Ing. 


Charlton said that only about a 


third of the violations needed a 
lien procedure to clean the slate 
as well as the lot. 


In 1972, the village spent about 


$3,000 in weed clearing, and re- 
covered all but $800 of it. 


"I wish we could wave a magic 


wand to make the weeds go 
away," Charlton mused. "We 
don't have that wand, though. 
There aren't enough hours in the 
day to take care of every facet of 
weed control." 


But be assured 
there are 


enough hours to make sure the 
village is not over-run with felon- 
ious foliage. 


Schools will appeal Fender decision

voted unanimously last night to appeal a 
Cook County Circuit Court decision which 
would reinstate an Arlington Heights 
teacher fired by the board. 


John Fender, accused of striking stu- 


dents at Miner Junior High, was ordered 
reinstated Friday in a ruling by Judge 
Edward Healey. 


The board authorized its 
attorney, 


Ralph Miller, to file the appeal. The 
board had 30 days to either file an appeal 
or reinstate Fender, under the judge's 
ruling. 


Richard Schlott, board president, de- 


clined additional comment oh the school 
board's decision. He said a ruling on the 
appeal would probably come in six 
months to a year. i 


Fender, a language arts teacher for 10 


years in Dist. 25, was fired by the board 
in June. The district charged he was in- 
volved in several incidents of striking 
students. He was also charged with bat- 
tery last June by parents of a seventh 
grade student, who signed a complaint 
alleging Fender had hit their daughter 
across the face and on the head. 


In September, Fender was found in- 


nocent of the battery charge by a Cook 
County Court jury. 


Fender's attorney, Edward Jackson, 


said the court upheld the contention 
Fender should have been given written 
notice to cease corporal punishment be- 
fore charges were brought against him. 


The court finally ruled that the school 


board's attorney was acting as prose- 
cutor and at the same time acting as 
counsel for the school board, Jackson 
said.

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Supreme Court rules towns can't limit airplane 
takeoffs

Municipalities' neighboring airports like 


O'Hnre lost another round In attempts to 
control take off hours and noise yester- 
day. 


The U.S. Supremo Court ruled, 5 to 4 


that cities may not Impose local takeoff 
curfews and that regulation Is a federal 
responsibility. 


"I'm not surprised," said Aid. Alan 


Abrams (8th), who pushed adoption of 
DCS Plaincs' airport noise ordinance. 
"The ruling was consistent with other 
court decisions. I'd say the result Is 
. negative for the city." 


The court ruling, written by Justice 
William 0. Douglas and involving Bur- 
bank, Calif., said that Congress assigned 
airport regulation to the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration. The court cannot 
"diffuse" the power by allowing city or 
state regulation. 


"If that chunge Is to be made, Con- 


gress must do it," Douglas said. 


BURBANK'S ORDINANCE, adopted in 


1968, banned takeoffs between 1 p.m. and 
7 a.m. Two lower federal courts ruled 
against the city and in support of Lock- 
heed Air Terminal Inc., operator of the 
city airport. 


"This is just another classic case of 


buckpasslng," said Abrams, an attorney. 
"In the many conferences I've at- 
tended, in the meeting with FAA — the 
opinion has been unaimous that the feder- 
al authorities cannot restrict takeoffs at 
O'Hare. Only Chicago can do that." 


The decision Is "no solace to people 


who live near airports," he said. 


Airlines want "all privileges, but no 


obligations," Abrams said. 


"The only place the federal govern- 


ment has shown interest is Washington 
D.C., which is the home of federal gov- 
ernment," he said. Night flights there are 


prohibited. "Apparently, Washingtonians 
deserve more rest than people in the hin- 
terlands." 


INFLUENCE OF the decision on Des 


Plainw1 anti-noise ordinance "won't be 
clear until we get a copy of the decision. 
The airlines are violating it every day. 
But we're not enforcing it anyway." 


The court decision followed similar rul- 


ings that started in 1966 when a Hemp- 
stead, N.Y. ordinance based on home 
rule power was overturned. The U.S. 
Court of Appeals agreed that federal 
powers pre-empted the local ordinance. 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge Oct. 


30,1971 dismissed a suit by five suburbs 
against Chicago and 23 airlines to block 
pollution and noise. 


Des Plalnes officials, when discussing 


the anti-noise ordinance, mentioned pos- 
sible court challenges by the airlines. 
The ordinance was passed to "bring 
about some cooperation from the airlines 
and to reduce the noise problems," 
Abrams has said. 


Park Ridge passed a noise ordinance in 


the mid-1960s and threat of its use 
against O'Hare apparently won an air- 
line agreement to avoid night flights over 
the city.

Ing to recommendations by George C. 
Izcnour, theater consultant. 


Izcnour recommended Phase I of the 


center be a 330 scat theater. Phase II

Phase II with seats folding back to 


give a usable floor space behind the 
smaller theater, presents the greatest 
challenge, according to representatives 
of the architects. 


Comfortable seats that are stored eas- 


ily would need new designs in mechanics 
for the motive parts. A similar seating 
system, designed by Izenour, was in- 
stalled in the Marin County (Cal.) Civic 
Center. According to Sidney Rosenfeld, 
commission chairman, the design has not 
worked out. 


The relationship between the seating 


and stage design is another pioneering 
aspect of the center. 


Architects must come up with a design 


that is compatible for dance, chamber 
and concert music, drama, and lectures, 
coupled with the expanding seating 
scheme. 


Both firms said the acoustic properties 


of the theater are of prime importance 
and represent the most sensitive engi- 
neering task. Acoustic specifications 
vary greatly through the various pro- 
posed uses of the center. 


Hardy, Holzman and Pfelffer esti- 


mated their fee at 8.5 per cent for the 
total design package on the $2.5 million 
project. The fee for preliminary plans 
would be 15 per cent of their total fee. A 
model would cost about $1,500 extra. 


C.F. Murphy Assoc. said the fee for the 


total package would be about 8 per cent. 
They could not give a fee figure for just 
the preliminary plans at this time, said 
Carter Manny, firm spokesman. 


The commission hopes to go to the 


Ford Foundation or a similar organiza- 
tion for funding for the 
architectural 


fees. The architects plans and model 
would be used for raising construction 
funds within the Arlington Heights area. 


Area man held for stab

lice found Mrs. Smith lying on the kitch- 


en floor in the Smith's two-story brick 
home in the unincorporated Prospect 
Meadows subdivision. The area Is just 
north of Kensington Road, east of Pros- 
pect High School. 


Lowthorp said Mrs. Smith had been 


stabbed in the stomach. He said police 
were called to the home about 7:30 a.m. 
by one of the children in the family. 


According to police, there were no wit- 


nesses to the incident. 


Smith, a laborer in the northwest divi- 


sion of the Cook County Forest Preserve 
since 1971, is scheduled to appear in 
Third District Court on May 22. How- 
ever, Lowthorp said he expects the case 
to be continued because of Smith's in- 
juries. 


Smith was taken to the hospital by a 


Mount Prospect Fire Department ambu- 
lance, where he was admitted to the in- 
tensive care unit.
